ticket, ‘given under the auspices. of the 
Republican Club and the County Com- 


mittee of New York, it was in reality a 
call to the Republicans of the nation to 
fight to the last ditch to offset the 
President’s: appeal and to return an 
overwhelming Republican Congress at 
the election. The-Colonel referred to the 
State situation, but merely in passing. 

Mr. Roosevelt in his address made this 
reference to Mr. Wilson: 

“He does not ask for loyalty to the 
Nation. He asks only for support of 
himself. There is not the slightest sug- 
gestion that he disapproves of disloyalty 
to the Nation. I do not doubt that he 
feels some disapproval of such disloyal- 
ty; but apparently this feeling on his 
part is so tepid that it slips from his 
mind when he contemplates what he re- 
gards as the far greater sin of failure in 
adherence to himself.’’ 

Altogether the Colonel spoke nearly 
20,000 words. He had prepared his speech 
early last week, and had, to add a 
long insert to deal specifically with 
the President’s last Friday’s appeal. 
There were other speakers, and all dealt 
largely with the President’s appeal, but 
the Colonel was the main attraction. 
Besides the 5,000 or so within the hall, 
several thousand fought for admission 
and completely overwhelmed tlie police. 
Half a dozen speakers filled in the time 
till the Colonel arrived at 9:15 o’clock. 
His appearance on the stage was the 
signal for a great outburst of cheering. 
Fully one-half of the audience were 
women, and on the stage sat practically 
every Republican of prominence in the 
city and many from up-State. 


Colonel Roosevelt’s Speech. 


After four minutes of cheering, yell- 
ing, and handclapping, the Colonel was 
allowed to start. In his speech he said: 

*“*T come to this meeting as an Amer- 
fean, and only as an American. In this 
crisis I do not consider polities at all 
whenever doing so conflicts in the 
‘slightest degree with the gréat cause of 
Americanism or with our immediate 
purpose of winning the war and of se- 
curing the peace of unconditional sur- 
render. by Germany. I make my appeal 
to all good Americans, in the name of 
Americanism, and I make it just as 
much to all independents and to all far- 
sighted, patriotic Democrats who are 
awake to the real needs of the situation 
as I do to. Republicans. 

‘* This meeting is held under peculiar 
circumstances. If the President of the 
United States is right in the appeal he 
has just made to the voters, then you 
and I, my hearers, have no right to 
vote at this election or to discuss public 
questions while the war lasts. If his 
appeal is justified, only that faction of 
the Democratic Party which accepts to- 
ward the President. the rubber-stamp

SENATE BATTLE 
OVER PRESIDENT 


Wilson’s Denial That His Peace 
Terms Look to Free Trade 
Read Into Record.

Peace and Political Appeal.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—In a turbu- 
lent debate in the Senate today, inspired 


by President Wilson's call to the country. 
for a return of a Democratic Corgress, 
Republicans and Democrats. hurled: 


charges of partisanship at one another. 
Republican Senators bitterly attacked 
the President’s appeal as an affront to 
loyal voters of their party. 

President Wilson's allusion in his four- 
teen peace proposals to the ‘‘ removal, 
as far as possible, of economic barriers 
and the establishment ‘of “trade condi- 
tions among all nations’ after the war 
was attacked by Senators Brandegee of 
Connecticut and Penrose of Pennsyl- 
vania: They argued it would let down 
the bars to German commerce on an 
equality with that of the allied nations. 

This assertion was denied by Senator 
Hitchcock of Nebraska, Chairman of the 
Foreign Relations. Committee, who in- 
sisted that the President intended that 
the issue should be put up to the league 
of nations, so there would be no=unjust 
discrimination against any signatory of 
the peace treaty..- 

Senator Hitchcock read into the record 
a letter he had received from President 
Wilson and one that Senator Simmons 
of. North Carolina had received in re- 
sponse ;to letters of theirs in which the 
President had been informed of criticism 
by Republican leaders of his ‘‘ economic 
barrier’ proposal as tending to let 
down ‘the barriers to Germany after the 
war. 

The Senate debate, which raged for 
four hours,.was precipitated by Senator 
Knox of Pennsylvania, who took up the 
President’s appeal to the voters to elect 
a Democratic Congress. - Senator Hitch- 
code replied to Mr. Knox and later 
Senator Pittman of Nevada vigorously 
attacked the Republican leaders in 
Congress, Colonel Roosevelt and Chair- 
man Hays of the Republican National 
Committee, asserting that they were 
tindermining the war. policies of the 
President. Senator Poindexter of 
Washington wound up the debate for 
the Republicans. with a vehement reply 
to Mr. Pittman, in which he insisted 
that the Republicans had supported, the 
President, but that the President him- 
self had been playing politics.

_ Mr: Knox insisted that the Senate’s 
prerogative as the treaty-making body 
must not be usurped by the President. 

“The excessive intermingling of the 
problem of a victorious ending ‘of the 
war with a great variety of projects 
of world reconstruction renders our task 
most difficult,” said Mr. Knox. “As a 
co-ordinate branch of this Government 
it is. our duty, I believe, to make clear 
the Senate sense of the immediate ne- 
cessity of clarification. and simplifica- 
tion: of any program that enters into 
the ending of the war or the building 
of the future, and the Senate’s sense of 
the instant necessity of full counsel and 
accord upon all such programs between 
the Government of the.

Becker,- who represented the French 
Government and the Federal authorities. 
At first,; Minotto was not inclined to 
talk, but he finally told the story in all 
its details. 

The Countess Minotto, mother: of 
Count James, was, before her marriage, 
the famous German actress Agnes Sor- 
ma, Mme. Sorma will be remembered 
by old theatregoers as the star in 
Hauptmann’s ‘‘ Sunken Bell,"’ which was 
played in German’ at the Irving Place 
Theatre some twenty years ago. The 
Countess and her husband are both in 
the United States at present. They 
‘went to Chicago, last November to aid 
their son when he was fighting against 
the Government’s order of internment.

Americans’ Huge Guns. Now Turned ° 
On Germans’ Main Supply Railway

NORTHWEST OF VERDUN, Oct.' 28.— 
American guns of large calibre have be- 
gun firing on the Longuyon-Sedan-Mezi- 
éres Railroad, the most important Ger- 
man line of communication, with the ob- 
ject of interrupting traffic and ultimate- 
ly breaking the line. 

Thus the offensive of the Amenican 
First Army begun Sept. 28 begins to 
‘achieve its objective. Our’ advance of 
some. eighteen kilometers now makes 
possible-the shelling of the German com- 
munication line to defend which the 
German command has: made such enor- 
mous efforts in past weeks. Of course, 
the nearer we. get to the line the greater 
is the number of guns which can be 
used agdinst it. It is not permitted to 
give details about the big guns, but it 
may be said that they are among the 
largest that have been used in the war. 

_ Brisk local fighting continued today on

BRITISH SET AGAINST 
RETURNING COLONIES 


Allies Will Soon Attain a United 
Diplomatic Front, It Is 
Predicted.

LONDON, Oct. 27.—Germany is in 
earnest, declares Dr, Solf, and, in so 
far as her desire to make peace is 
concerned, there is hefe little disposition 
to doubt his statement. This is particu- 
larly true after the publication of the 
admissions made in von Payer’s speech 
in the Reichstag, which are considered 
nothing less than revelations of the ex- 
tremely critical political conditions in 
the Fatherland. ‘ 

But whether Germany is equally in 
earnest both in regard to her accept- 
ance of the Wilsonian points and in 
regard to the constitutional changes 
which the President insists upon, is 
not yet accepted as proven by any save 
extremists of the Massingham school. 
The editor of The Nation argues that 
“a power which addresses an enemy” 
as Germany has addressed the President 
“has in effect surrendered its sword to 
him,” and he taunts the so-called 
“Never Endians” with wanting to de- 
stroy Germany, Massingham quotes 
Lord Milner for his purposes, and ex- 
claims: 

“Now that complete disillusion has 
come to the German people regarding 
the military system which promised 
them world power, let us see that the 
German people do not either sink into 
anarchy or re-attach themselves to the 
military party as their only refuge from 
national destruction.” 


Discussing Britain’s Policy. 


In only one respect has The Nation 
any considerable backing here, and that 
is in the view that peace is on the 
march. Political partisanships are re- 
sponsible for most of the suggestions 
that the policy of the British Govern- 
ment which it is expected will most 
probably be outlined in common with 
that of the other Allies in the reply 
which will be issued to President Wil- 
son’s communication of the German ap- 
peal for an armistice, will err on the 
Side of either too great severity or too 
much clemency. 

One of the features of last week was 
Lord Northcliffe’s exposition of his 
peace program. A cynical member of 
Parliament said: 

‘‘His Lordship’s program is so mild by 
comparison with what the Northcliffian 
press had prepared us for, that it might 
have been drafted by Mr. Pringle.” 

One episode of the week which at- 
tracted much attention was The Times’ 
publication of a series of quotations 
from Lloyd George’s speeches which all 
tended to show the identity of views 
between the British Prime Minister and 
the American President. 


Oppose Return of Colonies. 


Politics also plays a considerable part 
in the controversy which has arisen over 
Mr. Balfour’s declaration regarding the 
German colonies. His assertion, which 
he was at pains to state was purély 
individual, has been contrasted with 
Lloyd George’s statement that the de- 
cisions as to the German colonies would 
be ‘left to the peace -conference...: 

The overwhelming majority of English- 
men agree with Balfour that the Ger- 
man colonies must not be returned to 
Germany, but there is some quarrel with 
his view that the security of the British 
Empire must be the prime consideration 


dictating their ultimate ownership. That 
consideration, it is argued here, can- 
not, of course, be lost sight of, but 
others must be taken into account, if 
Balfour's own differentiation between 
the terms imperial and imperialistic, as 
applied to Great Britain and her over- 
seas —— is to be rightly ob- 
served. 


Full Allied Agreement. Predicted. 


. Politics again plays a not inconsider- 
able part in the attacks made from vari- 
ous quarters on the Government for its 
aileged neglect to put itself in line with 
President Wilson. Speaking broadly, it 
can be safely said that the British policy 
is not antagonistic to Mr. Wilson’s as 
outlined in his famous fourteen points. 
Some nice distinctions may be found 
necessary, as, for example, in the inter- 
pretation of the freedom of the seas doc- 
trine; but the best judges here are con- 
fident that the two points of view are 
by no means irreconcilable, .

to Germany will be that the German 
high command shall send emissaries, 
under a white flag, to learn from Mar- 
shal Foch what are his terms of 
armistice, as Generalissimo of all the 
allied armies on the western front. 

In other words, the next conversa- 
tion must be on the field of battle be- 
tween Foch and Hindenburg. 

It is felt that only by procedure of 
this kind can the German people be 
clearly shown that the initiation of 
the armistice proposals did not come 
from the Allies, and that Germany’s 
commanders are suppliants and the 
Allies victors. Being a military peo- 
ple the Germans will understand such 
action. 

There would, it is believed in the 
circles from which this information is 
derived, be manifold dangers in con- 
fusing the military situation with po- 
litical considerations. 

The terms of a military armistice 
are one thing; the conditions of peace 
are another. Germany's latest note 
clearly seeks to make her acceptance 
of armistice terms dependent upon an 
allied statement of conditions of peace. 


It is the confident belief here that no 
opportunity will be given the Junkers 
of Germany to obtain a cry to rally 
their countrymen for a last fight. 


PARIS AGREES WITH LONDON. 


After Austria’s Reply Sees Ger- 
many Standing Alone.

PARIS, Oct. 28.—It sometimes hap- 
pens that an inmate of an insane asy- 
lum thinks he is a King, puts on a 
paper crown, and struts in the, pa- 
tients’ ward, using the language of 
royalty. Now comes Andrassy of mad 
Central Europe, calling himself Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs, and asking an 
armistice and peace in the name of 

Austria-Hungary. 

But there is no Austria-Hungary. 
Andrassy himself admits it. In the 
same note that he claims to speak for 
the people of what was recently the 
Dual Monarchy he agrees with Presi- 
dent Wilson that the Czechoslavs and 
Jugoslavs shall be free peoples. But 
it has been Andrassy’s life ambition 
to be Foreign Minister, and he insists 
on having his hour among the wreck- 
age—the wreckage of the State of 
which some cynical diplomat once said 
it would have to be invented if it did 
not exist. But the invention has run 
out, and Austria is no longer needed. 

Andrassy’s father was one of the 
signers of the Treaty of Alliance of 
1879 between Germany and Austria. 
In the French republic’s opinion the 
chief interest in the son’s note, pub- 
lished this afternoon, is that it is a 
final, conclusive bit of evidence that 
the alliance no longer_ exists,’ that 
Germany has lost her last accomplice. 
What else but complete separation of 
the Central Powers can Andrassy 
mean when he says he wants to make 
a separate peace ‘‘ without awaiting 
the results of any other negotia- 
tions ''? : 

That is the main point in the An- 
drassy note. It is accepted here as 
proof of the greatness of President 
Wilson’s shrewdness in his diplomatic 
treating with Germany and Austria- 
Hungary separately. 

Andrassy’s surprising recognition of 
the rights of the Czechoslovaks and 
Jugoslavs reminds Paris of what Na- 
poleon once said of Austria: “ She is 
always too late with an idea.” 

There is a quickly manufactured 
joke in Paris tonight. It is to ask: 

‘ Who is this Andrassy? ”’ . 

Answer; ‘‘ He is Foreign Minister 
of Austria-Hungary.’’ ‘ 

‘* But there is no Austria-Hun- 
gary.”’ 5 

The joke indicates French opinion 
as to what will be done in the matter, 
Nobody thinks seriously for a moment 
that peace suggestions can be enter- 
tained from a Government which does 
not exist, and which practically admits 
the independence of millions of former 
subjects it still pretends to speak for. 

As to an armistice, that is another 
question. If the fragments of what 
was once the Dual Monarchy want to 
make an unconditional surrender, it 
is taken for granted that the matter 
will be left to the military chiefs of 
the Allies. ‘ - 

A tremendous effect of the Andrassy 
note on Germany is expected in 
France. Now that the Hungarian 
statesman has recognized the rights 
of the Slavic powers, who knows, asks 
Paris, but that Solf, or some suc- 
cessor, sooner or later will write a 
note saying Bavaria ought to be an 
independent State?

SEES ITS DOOM

politics resujted in his having few, if 
any, friends in the new Government. 
His especial enemy was Erzberger, 
who had long been intent on. getting 
the General’s scalp, ‘‘ I will get him 
yet,’’ that famous Centre Deputy re- 
marked the other day to a friend in 
the Reichstag lobby. 

Again, the great March-July of- 
fensive was Ludendorff’s particular 
work. It is now no secret that Hin- 
denburg Was against it, and only con- 
sented to its being engaged in after 
strong pressure, mainly from the 
Kaiser, had been brought to bear on 
him, and after the Field Marshal as 
good as declared that he washed his 
hands of the consequences. 

‘Latterly Ludendorff’s nerves, it is 
declared, have been badly shaken and 
he is said to have vacillated much on 
the question of whether to make peace 
or continue the war. The placing of 
the military power under the civil au- 
thority of the country is said to have 
been the final happening which made 
him decide to resign. 

Trace Peace Move to Hindenburg. 

Who initiated Germany’s peace 
move? That is a question which is 
being much discussed in the press and 
the Reichstag, and it would appear 
that there is a curious story yet to be 
told regarding this matter. Herr 
Noske, a Socialist Deputy, declares 


that the first action was decided upon 
at a crown council at the end of Sep- 
tember presided over by the Kaiser, 
at which Hindenburg informed the 
Hertling Government that he was of 
the opinion that a new Government 
capable of negotiating was necessary, 
and that it should suggest an armis- 
tice and make a peace offer to Presi- 
dent Wilson. 

This view was placed in writing by 
the representative of the army com- 
mand before a gathering of members 
under von Payer on Oct. 2, but I be- 
lieve I am right in saying that Luden- 
dorff changed his mind about a fort- 
night ago, and was in favor of con- 
tinuing’ the war. It was whispered in 
Berlin that he advocated another gam- 
ble on the western front, and that he 
wished to send out the fleet aft the 
same time. 

Hindenburg, too, by his latest utter- 
ances would appear to be endeavoring 
to rid himself of the responsibility be- 
fore the public of having suggested 
peace action, of which there can. be 
little doubt he is in favor at heart, 
and so relieve the military class of the 
odium of peace making. 

I have said that the domestic posi- 
tion of Germany is seriqus in the ex- 
treme. So people who come from 
Germany tell me, and this is confirmed 
by the most recent ‘speeches in the 
Reichstag and by many articles in the 
press. ‘‘ The people are fed up with 
the old régime,’’ says the Frankfurter 
Zeitung, roughly, and many papers of 
moderate views demand that the 
Kaiser must go. 

Kaiser’s Fall Urged in Reichstag. 

I am told that Ebert's speech in the 
Reichstag on Wednesday made a tre- 
mendous impression throughout the 
country as a thoroughgoing condemna- 
tion of Kaiserism. The extreme So- 
cialists‘ are rampant. Ledebour de- 


clared. that the only good service 


which the Kaiser could perform: was. 


to renounce his rights, and Cohn im- 
proved on that by insisting that the 
whole dynasty should go. 

Ktihle, who calls himself a Com- 
munist, went much further, and said 
that the people ‘‘ demand the abdica- 
tion of the Kaiser as the man who 
caused the war.’’ When called to or- 
der he added that abdication would not 
save the Kaiser from being placed on 
his trial. 

‘* The time has come,’’ he shouted, 
‘* to bring about by means of revolu- 
tion a socialism or fraternity of all 
peoples in a lasting union of peace and 
culture.’’ 

This temper in the Reichstag, and 
‘in the country as well, is being 
heightened by the wild propaganda of 
the Conservatives in favor of the old 
régime, and the Berliner !Tageblatt 
warns them that they are playing with 
fire. Vorwéarts, too, sees serious dan- 
ger in the situation. 

The Kaiser, reports have it, is 
watching events calmly. His personal 
attitude, so it is said, is that he is 
ready to abdicate should that be final- 
ly necessary to bring about peace. 
That attitude is strongly combated by 
those powerful factors immediately 
around him, who also are against 
peace, but it is declared that William 
II., King of Prussia and German 


Kaiser, has just as little use for demo- 


cratic Germany as Democratic Ger- 
many has for him. 

Hungarian Ban on National Hymn. 

The position in Austria-Hungary is 
making an enormous impression in 
Germany. The whole German press 
admits that Emperor Charles is prac- 
tically a monarch without a country. 
No section of his once ‘‘ faithful Aus- 
trian and Hungarian subjects’’ ap- 
pears to want him, TAL 

Indeed, he has been warned off one 
town on Hungarian soil. It had been 


arranged that he and Empress Zita 
should go in a few days to Szegedin, 
but the Burgomaster of that town has 
requested the Government to see that 
the visit is postponed for an indefi- 
nite period, ‘‘ owing to the feeling in

REPORTS HINDENBURG 
HAS REACHED ANTWERP 


Germans Said to be Preparing 
Defenses—Dutch Mass Forces 
on the Frontier.

SLUIS, Holland, .Oct. 25.—TxHp 
New YorK TIMeEs_ correspondent 
learns here on the frontier that Hin- 
denburg has arrived at Antwerp. 
Elaborate preparations for defense are 
in progress, and all German civilians 
are ordered to leave at once. 

Small detachments of fully equipped 
Germans continue to cross the frontier 
at Sluis daily. Many are boys of 17. 

Holland is again thrilling with mili- 
tary fervor as in 1914, and is prepar- 
ing to defefd her neutrality. Big 
movements of troops are now open 
secrets, especially in the direction of 
the frontier. All leave has been 
stopped, and the army is to be in- 
creased on ‘the Belgian-Dutch fron- 
tier, where Germans and Dutch are 
separated by a barbed wire fence. The 
Dutch sentries and patrols are very 
active, and many wear helmets owing 
to the increasing number of shells 
bursting on Dutch territory. 

Foreigners are no longer allowed 
within 100 meters of the frontier, but, 
accompanied by a representative of the 
Telegraaf, THe TimMEs correspondent 
had ample opportunity of speaking 
with numerous German officers and 
soldiers. The main impression gained 
from these talks is that the ‘‘ immer 
feste drauf,’’ idea is still rampant in 
the German Army. A soldier of the 
Kaiserliche Marque Elite Corps from 
Hamburg said the position on the west 
front was excellent. He hadn’t seen 
any newspapers for weeks, but theri 
German soldiers did not need to read 
papers. The Vorwirts, he said, had 
been forbidden in the army, as it had 
a bad influence on military discipline. 

The correspondent was struck with 
the extraordinary ignorance of the 
German officers and soldiers on politi- 
cal affairs in Germany. They ap- 
peared not to have the rumors of the 
Kaiser’s abdication, and were all con- 
vinced that Germany had always 
fought a war of defense. The officers 
said Germany could not be beaten, and 
would fight three years if necessary 
and until the last man had been killed. 
They were convinced that Belgium was 
being: evacuated to show the Allies 
their willingness to Gpmply with Presi- 
dent Wilson's wishes. - 

Both soldiers and officers agreéd 
that the war would be over in a 


month. One corporal admitted that 
those who were responsible for the 
war should be punished, but said, 
‘* They must not ask too much of us.’’ 

Most of the soldiers seem to be 
down on Tirpitz, who they say be- 
longs to the Pan Germans and capi- 
talists.

REICHSTAG IN UPROAR 
AT SOCIALISTS’ WORDS 


“Call to Order Won’t Save Kaiser 
' from Criminal Court,” 
Cries Ruehle. 


AMSTERDAM, Oct. 28, (Associated 
Press.)—Exciting scenes occurred in the 
German Reichstag during the proceed- 
ings of the House on Friday and Satur- 
duy. Outspoken speeches were indulged 
in. 

In the course of the discussion the 
Polish Deputy, Korfantz, hotly attacked 
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-evaded,’’ 


declared that in Chemnitz alone the War 
Raw Materials Department sold 8,000,- 
000 marks’ worth. of carpets and other 
goods taken from Poland. Seven hun- 
dred thousand poor Pdlish people were 
carried off to Germany, whgre they led 
the life of siaves, while Brig. Gen. 
Pilsudski of the Polish Legion, whom 
the Polish nation regarded highly, was 
still held in the fortress of Magdeburg, 
despite all appeals. The Deputy con- 
cluded : 

“We are. not blaming the German 
people for these persecutions, but Ger- 
man militarism. We extend the hand 
of reconciliation to the German people, 
for the common weal.” 

The Independent Socialist, Dr. Cohn, 
who declared that the war was lost 
after the first battle of the Marne, 
said that General Ludendorff at the 
end of September proposed the forma- 
tlon of a government empowered to 
negotiate an armistice with President 
Wilson, as it was impossible to guar- 
antee the maintenance of the war 
much longer. 3 

“The question cannot longer be 
said Dr. Cohn. *‘ War with the 
Hohenzollerns or peace without’ the 
Hohenzollerns. World revolution will fol- 
low On world imperialism and world 
militarism, and we will overcome them. 
We extend our hand to our friends be- 
yond the frontier in this struggle.’’ 

The speech was received with such 
commotion, cries of ‘‘ shame’’ and ap- 
plause, that the Vice-President threat- 
ened to have the Chamber cleared. 

Another Socialist, Otto Ruehle, was 
called to order for declaring that the 
Imperor must abdicate. He retorted: 
* A call to order won’t save him from 
the Criminal Court."’ 

The house debated the bill amending 
the Constitution which was_ passed 
Saturday. - Several speakers displayed 
anxiety to show that the reforms ’were 
not dictated by the enemy, but had been 
advecated since the Spring of 1917. 

The Conservative Herr von Graefe 
complained that the proposed reforms 
woud destroy all the crown influence 
and declared that the Conservative 
Party would refuse to co-operate in 
such a break with the past. 

State Secretary Groeber and War. Min- 
ister Major Gen. Scheuch both declared 
that there was nothing in the reforms 
which could endanger the firm structure- 
of the army or the personal relationship 
between the Prussian King and the 
officers. 

The Vorwirts in an “account of Sat- 
urday’s meeting of the Reichstag, says 
BHdward Bernstein, the Independent 
Socialist leader, complained that the 
Government proposals constituted only 
half way reforms, because in giving a 
voice to the Bundesrat in questions of 
war, peace, and treaties the people were 
deprived of being able to render the 
decision. 

‘After all,’’ Bernstein added, ‘‘ the 
Kaiser finally retains, the reins and can 
impart a spirit to the enemy which is 
extremely dangerous for democracy. 
President Wilson refuses to negotiate 
with those at.the head of affairs, and 
we must meet him if we desire peace.

VAST CROWDS AT CEREMONY 


Slivery Chorus of Women’s Cheers 
Rises from the Beflagged 
Grand’ Place.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES, 
Oct. 28.—German gunners and ma- 
chine gun rearguards are obeying the 
order recently transmitted to them 
from General Headquarters, that they 
must not allow their fighting spirit to 


be lowered by the prospects of peace 
er politics. 

Hindenburg approves these peace ef- 
ferts, says this order, but expects the 
German Army to obey him in bad days 
as in good, and the soldiers are asked 
to go on fighting bravely, so that 
even now they may obtain an honor- 
able peace. 

The German rearguards are fighting 
hard and bravely to make a screen be- 
hind which preparations for a general 
retreat may be made, and around 
Tournai and Valenciennes they are 
holding out stubbornly to gain time. 

Yesterday and last night the Ger- 
man artillery—mostly, I believe, with 
single guns left from batteries on the 
move—maintained a heavy barrage 
fire on the positions and villages along 
the British Second, Third, and Fifth 
Army fronts, and there was a German 
counterattack on the village of -Fa- 
mars, south of Valenciennes, as the 
result of which the enemy succeeded 
fin gaining the northern part of that 
place. 

The Gordon Highlanders went for- 
ward from the southern streets of the 
place to drive them out and after 
fierce and close fighting with machine 
guns and bayonets, when many of the 
enemy had been killed, recaptured 
baer positions. 

‘concentrations of shellfire on 
the bridgeheads of the River Rhonelle 
have made the crossing of that 
difficult and hazardous, but in spite 
of this fire the British engineers have 
established bridges at several points. 
So far, it seems, only patrols have 
crossed east and north of Maresches, 


‘as the enemy is still holding this line 


with many machine guns. 

All this is, as I have said, no indica- 
tion of a German plan to defend the 
present positions to the last, but it is a 
covering battle for the eastward move- 
ment of material and men. It is a 
grim defense, all the same, and no 
fun for troops like the 51st Division of 
Highlanders, who have been in this 
army of pursuit, following up the ene- 
my and routing him out of his holes— 
nests from which comes a deadly spray 
of machine-gun bullets. 

Lille Again Welcomes Deliverers. 

So the war goes on for a while; but, 
upon my word, it looked in Lille today 
as though peace had already come. 
For there was a pageant in Lille, and 
all the town was hung with flags, 
more richly spread than when I went 
into the city on the morning of its 
liberation, and hundreds of thousands 
of people were in the streets again, 
as on that day a week ago, and 
crowded in every window, and in 
every high balcony, and only the cen- 
tre of the Grand Place, around the 
Statue of Liberty placed there in the 
time of the French’ Revolution, was 
empty. 

It was empty because it had been 
left free for the-entry of British troops 
in triumphant procession when the 
city of Lille was to receive the flags 
of the Fifth Army from its Comman- 
der, General Birdwood, as a souvenir 
of the men who had liberated it from 
hostile rule. 

It looked like peace, and the 
pageantry of peace, although only a 
few miles away men were still falling 
under machine-gun fire. There was a 
glint of sunshine in all the windows 
of Lille, and blue sky above the house- 
tops, and a warm, moist wind from 
which fluttered down patches of bright 
gold from yellowing trees. There 
seemed to be a song in the air—a song 
of peace after these years of war, ris- 
ine from the hearts of the people who 
were glad after their long suffering. 
For them the worst of the war was at 
an end, and here today they gathered 
to give praise to the men who had 
released them from its shell. 

Stands had been built and draped 
with the British colors in the Grand’ 
Place. They were crowded with Brit- 
ish Generals and staffs from the Fifth 
Army and other armies, divisions, and 
corps, and with thousands of citizens 
of Lille. . 

I stood on the steps of an old build- 
ing looking down upon the joyous 
asemblage. 

Fit Background for a Pageant. 

The scene looked as though it had 
been arranged by some master of. his- 
torical pageatitry with a sense of 
drama. On one side were the ruins 
of the old Town Hall of Lille, burned 
out by the Germans—by accident, I 
think—two years ago, the gaunt 
skeleton of the building reminding one 
of all> the ruins through which we 
“—e to this ee. On the other 


} square, 


side was the old Bourse, with high 
brown steps and tall, fantastic. chim- 
hey pots, and dormer windows filled 
with women’ and children: Behind 
that rose the tower of the new Bourse 
and part of a big white building, rich- 
ly sculptured, which was the new 
theatre of Lille, never played in by 
French actors, but opened by the ene- 
my with some Wagner. pieces. 

The\ Grand’ Place of Lille is sur- 
rounded by handsome buildings, some 
of them built a century or more before 
the Revolution, some of them modern, 
with high roofs and low roofs, ‘irregu- 
lar on the skyline. The sunshine of 
this Autumn day splashed across the 
house fronts, and its light was on. the 
golden letters of one place called the 
Café de la. Paix. Some British air- 
planes came patrols above the 
showing their diaphanous 
wings in the sunlight, swooped low, 
turned somersaults above the tele- 
graph wires, and did other boyish 
stunts over the heads of the people, 
who waved handkerchiefs and flags 
and cheered to them and laughed up 
to them. 


Procession Enters the Square. 


The Bishop of Lille came into the 
square, and the tall old Prefect and 
many dignitaries of the town, strange 
to see in their black coats and tall 
hats. They grouped themselves around 
the flag of Lille which they were to 
give to the Fifth Army in exchange 
for an army flag. 

There was a long wait, and then 
around the corner of the Rue Na- 
tionale came’a number of horsemen 
with pennons fluttering. They were 
spaced as in some pageant, and at 
the head of them rode General Bird- 
wood—'‘ Birdie ’’’ of the Dardanelles 
and the Australian Corps, the new 
commander of the Fifth Army. Be- 
hind him was General Aiken of the 
Eleventh Corps and other Generals 
and staff officers. 


A Silver Chorus of Cheers. 

Cheers rose from every window and 
balcony of the Grand’ Place, and 
from the crowds around the square, 
and thousands of flags fluttered. 
They were shrill cheers, like silver 
horns blowing, for in Lille there are 
more women now than men. The 
British Generals and their officers 
carried great bouquets of flowers, and 
they saluted the crowds, looking up 
to the high balconies with smiling 
eyes. Ten orderlies ran out to their 
horses’ heads, and they dismounted, 
and General Birdwood advanced on 
foot to the Mayor of. Lille and his 


Councilors and gave them the flag of | 


the Fifth Army, speaking in French 
and expressing the gladness of the 
British Army at the liberation of Lille 
and the admiration of that army for 
the courage of its citizens. There 
was an exchange of flags, and the 
silver cheers rang out again, and all 
the-Grand’ Place was twinkling with 
little flags. 

Then came the march past of the 
troops, and that was what went most 
to the hearts of the crowds in Lille, 
for these were the men who had 
fought for them through four years of 
the war in many battles, in dark days, 


through fire and blood. 


Some of us knew more about that 
than the people of Lille, though they 
guessed we had seen these men on the 
battlefields and in places which belong 
to them in remembrance of history, 
in the mud of Flanders and the cra- 
ters of the Somme, around Ypres and 
Arras and Amiens. 


Soldiers in Holiday Trim. 


From their own homes it is a long 
way to Lille. [It was a four years’ 
journey, and many fell on the way, 
but today these men marched with a 
glint in their eyes, with chins up and 
chests thrown out, as though it had 
been an easy way, and no further than 
from Charing Cross to the Bank, with 
no barbed wire in between. They 
wore their steel helmets, and their 
jaws were square in the straps—these 
boys who had never dreamed of sol- 
diering five years ago. 

They were lean and hard, as men 
who had lost something of their boy- 
hood, though many were boys; but 
they had cleaned off the dirt of battle 
and were wonderfully smart. Even 
their old field kitchens, which had 
gone down many dirty roads, with 
5.9 guns around, were polished up 
and had a shining look, and their 
guns were pretty toys in their bright 
polish and did not speak of death nor 
of the mangling of human flesh. 

They came with their bands at the 
head of each battalion and played old 
English march tunes to the people of 
Lille, and then suddenly, as they 
passed the Statue of Liberty, The Mar- 
seillaise. It was as though some elec- 
tric spark had fired the crowd. 

They rose and cheered louder than be- 
fore with shrill fervor, and then thou- 
sands of voices took up.the old hymn 
which once sang of revolt, and now 
sings of liberty and love of France, 
and its music passed down the streets 
with passion in it. 

Some Irish pipers passed, playing 
their pipes to the tune of ‘‘ Cock o’ 
the North,’’ and again the people of 
Lille were stirred by the spirit of the 
music, which this time spoke to them 
of war and the march of fighting men 
over hillsides where shells are scream- 
ing. For all that was in the Irish 
pipes whatever tune they played. 

The soldiers had flags in their belts 
and rifles, and flowers on their guns 
and wagons. For nearly two hours 
they passed and passed—riflemen and 
gunners and Red Cross men and Red 
Cross ambulances, engineers and sig- 
nalers and cyclists, field batteries and 
howitzers—brigade by brigade, and it 
was good td see those men who had 
fought in many battles in receipt of 
the homage of the people they had 
helped to save. It was a day of festi- 
val and thanksgiving:in Lille, and we 
saw the pride of England in its 
streets. 


Three Days of Hard Fighting. 

Oct..27—Since, Friday morning there 
haS been continuous figh‘in<° north 
and south of.

In these cperations 
more than-10,000 prisoners prt many 
guns have fallen into_our Hands, and 





the First, Third, and Fourth Armies 
captured many small: towns and vil- 





lages between Le Reinier and Valen- 
ciennes. 

‘By a further advance. this morning 
troops of the First Army, after hard 
fighting around a place called Cau- 
mont Farm, captured the village of 
Artres, across the Ecaillon River, and 
established a bridgehead over another 
stream east of the village. They 


pushed on north of Artres, getting po- 


sitions on high ground, where they 
took fifty more prisoners and thereby 
outflanked bodies of German troops 
lining the road with strong defenses, 
so that they were compelled to retreat 
hurriedly to Mareschies,. dropping 
their machine guns and flinging away 
their kits. Other British troops sur- 
rounded and took the village of Fa- 
mars, north of Artres, and the hillock 
called Mont Houy, and are moving 
forward to seize the crossings of the 
little River Rhonelle eastward. 

These movements bring the British 
close to the southern edge of Valen- 
ciennes on the east side of the 
Scheldt, and make the German occu- 
pation of that city untenable if we 


lare able to hold this ground. 


Fight to Retard Retreat. 


It is evident that the enemy Is be- 
ing hustled in advance of his time 
table of retreat, and, under orders 
from their high command, the Ger- 
man troops are making fierce coun- 
terattacks in order to hold us back as 
long as possible. After violent bom- 
bardment yesterday evening with field 
batteries and heavy trench mortars, a 
strong counterattack was launched 
upon the Third Army front on the 
line of the railway north of Le Ques- 
noy, but in spite of powerful forces 
and most determined courage this at- 
tempt was repulsed, with severe losses 
to the enemy, whose ranks were 

mowed down by rifle and machine- 
gun fire. 

After this daiture the enemy with- 
drew, leaving many dead in front of 
our positions and carrying away his 
wounded, and during the night his 
guns continued to bombard our lines 
and the village of Salesnes, further 
back. This afternoon another coun- 
terattack was delivered against the 
troops of the First Army, with the 
object of retaking the ground which 
they had captured this morning and to 
beat them back from the bridgeheads 
of the Rhonelle River. Some of the 
advanced posts were driven in, but 
the British still hold their general line 
of advance secure. This morning 
the investment of Valenciennes was 
made closer by one body of troops 
crossing the Scheldt at the village of 
Trith, east of Denain, in spite of the 
eflemy’s violent opposition with ma- 
chine-gun fire. 

While this fighting was in progress 
a remarkable scene was taking place 
in Denian, which was recently capt- 
ured by the 4th Division of Cana- 
dians after severe resistance by the 
enemy outside and in its streets. 
Many hundreds of people were in the 
town during this battle, living down 
in cellars while the shellfire passed 
over the housetops and machine guns 
made a tattoo from their windows and 
roofs. Whenothe enemy retreated at 
last, he left®°a number of machine 
gunners as rearguard, and these men 
fought to the last. When the Cana- 
dians entered to take possession of 
the town, some fierce fighting took 
place around the church, and then, 
when the last shots were fired, the 
civilians came out of their cellars 
shouting and cheering and weeping. 


Cheer for Canadians. 


“while they cheered among the 
Canadians in their steel hats who came 
to rescue them, they gaye the men 
coffee, but could not offer them food, 
for they had none; and the Canadians 
did not stay, but after drinking the 
coffee and shaking hands with the wo- 
men, who patted their muddy uni- 
forms and poured out their thanks, 
they said: 

‘* Now we must be getting on after 
old Heinie,’’ as they call the Germans, 
‘* because we want to finish this war, 
don’t you see, madame? ”’ 

So those hard, tough men went on 
again after the enemy and drove him 
to the outskirts of Valenciennes, where 
she is now more closely pressed. 

But today these very men came back 
for a while to take part in a thanks- 
giving ceremony by the people of De- 
nain, of which they were heroes. It 
was a touching episode in this war, 
and I saw that some of the soldiers 
had: wet eyes now and then. Denain 
is not a pretty town. It is in the coal- 
mining region of France, and, like 
most coal-mining villages in the world, 
with rows of red brick cottages beyond 
slag heaps and factory chimneys, lead- 
ing up to the hig church which is the 
centre of life and spirituality of the 
town. The church is ugly also, and 
with none of the beauty of mediaeval 
architecture, but there is a spiritual 
beauty here today—the gratitude of 
many hearts redeemed by the courage 
of men from four years of servitude 
and horror, and thanksgiving for the 
mercy that had come to them some- 
how or other. 

The people of Denain, poor though 
they are, and still half starved, had 
found or bought or made thousands of 
flags, English flags and French flags, 
and had hung them across the streets 
and from the windows of the houses. 
Outside the church and down the high 
street the Canadian soldiers of the 
4th Division were lined up, and fine, 
grim fighting men they looked in their 
steel helmets, like seventeenth century 
men-at-arms. : 


Girls’ Bouquets for Soldiers. 


Outside the church there was a 
group of priests in gold-worked vest- 
ments glinting in the Autumn sun 
that pierced through the mists, and 
behind them a row of girls dressed as 
Alsatian maids, with colored frocks, 
and big silk bows on their heads; and 
each of them carried a large ‘bouquet 
of flowers for one of the officers of 
the Canadian.corps as a tribute to 
heroes, 3 

General Currie, the Canadian Corps 
commander, and the General com- 
manding the 4th Canadian Division 
came with their Brigadiers and other 
Generals and staff officers, and then 
came a young English Captain who 
was. received with a royal salute by 
the Canadian soldiers. It was the 
Prince of Wales, and one of the Alsa- 
tian girls went to him and put a great 


‘nain, 





bouquet in “his arms, and he bowed 
low and smiled his thanks. Masses of 


flowers were given to the Canadian 
officers, and there came up a little 


procession 6f old’‘men ‘in black, bear- 


‘ing’ a banner, which they gave to the 


General commanding the division as a 
gift from the town of Denain to, the 


‘Province of Quebec. They. were. vet- 


erans of. the war of. 1870, and for the 


‘second time they had been delivered 


from the Germans. 

The doors of the church were wide 
open,. and the offigers and. old men 
and women followed the Prince of 
Wales inside, while the priests, in 
their gold vestments, went to the altar 
and praised God for ‘this deliverance 
and day of joy. It was in the church 
around which there had been bloody 
fighting a few days ago, and in theroof 
over the high altar was a big shellhole, 
showing what had happened then. 
Not far away, up by Valenciennes, the 
enemy was still fighting, and Denain 
was within range of his gunfire. But 
there was no sound of war in the 
church. There was music of wo- 
men’s voices, singing very sweetly old 
songs of ‘praise; and on the altar the 
chanting of the priests. 

The women’s voices were so full of 
emotion and beautiful in their har- 
mony that all the Canadian soldiers in 
the church sat very still and in their 
eyes, the. eyes of men who have seen 
the worst things of war, its most 
bloody cruelties, there crept a melting 
look, and they bowed their heads be- 
low that high, thrilling melody, which 
was like running water to wash away 
the wounds of war. 


Tribute by French Priest. 

One of the priests turned to the 
crowd of soldiers and to the young 
Prince among them, and in a loud 
voice said, “ Merci.”’ And then, with 
an eloquence that was not studied but 
from the heart, this man who had 
seen the suffering of his people in this 
town, thanked England for what she 
had done for France, and acclaimed 
the valor of the Canadians who were 
the rescuers of Denain, and reminded

ALLIES TO BASE ALL 
ON ENEMY SUBMISSION 
May Allow Germany a Voice on 


Terms, It Is Said, if She 
Yields Completely.

PARIS, Oct. 28.—There is no fixed 
plan or program in anybody’s mind as to 
the procedure for this week at the allied 


conference in which the civil and milli- 
tary chiefs will meet Colonel. House, 
but there is a definite impression that 
progress will be made. 

Colonel House's arrival has _ been 
favorably received, as affording an. op- 
portunity for establishing a solid under- 
standing among the European Allies 
themselves and between them and 
America. : 

The Premier and Ministers will ex- 
change ideas with each other and with 
Colonel House. If. Germany agrees to 
what will be undoubtedly tantamount to 
a military surrender it would open the 
way for her to have a voice, if not a 
vote, in the settlement of details based 
on the principles of President Wilson's 
fourteen points. Such an acceptance by 
Germany would, according to the view 
of some Americans here, make for unity 
among the Allies and America for get- 
ting Germany in the broad spirit of 
President Wilson's speech of Sept. 27. 

The procedure outlined above has one 
distinct advantage. With Germany, no- 
body ig willing to take any chances so 
long -as she is in the field with an or- 
ganized and efficient military power. 
If she accepts the condition precedent, 
many believe it would open the way for 
harmonizing the allied viewpoints, and 
if Germany had meanwhile adopted a 
representative Government and got rid 
of Kaiserism, as the more optimistic be- 
lieve to be possible, her voice would not 
be disregarded in the subsequent nego- 
tiations, and America’s influence with 
her associates for such moderation as 
would make for a permanent and sound 
peace would be increased. 

The European Allies and America 
agree on the miain object to be at- 
tained, which is an enduring world 
peace ‘based on liberty. and justice; but 
there may be divergent opinions as to 
the best method to bring this about. It 
is believed that the» meeting and-~con- 
ference, face to face. will clear away, 
misunderstandings and reconcile the va- 
rious viewpoints, if Germany ‘yields on 
the essential point of military surren- 
der. 

America will be représanted in the! 
conferences by Colonel House, Generals 
Bliss and Pershing, and Admiral Ben- 
son.

Profoundly. 


RULED ‘LIKE A DICTATOR 


Overthrew Bethmann and Kuehl- 
mann, Says. Wolff—Lossberg 
May Succeed Him.

THE HAGUE, Oct. 28.—'Theodor Wolff, 
in the Berliner Tageblatt, says that the 
political atmosphére has been very thun- 
dery in the last few days and that 
Hindenburg and Ludendorff came to 
Berlin and were received by the Kaiser. 
Everyone knows, he asserts, that Luden- 
dorff changed his mind regarding the 
question of an armistice. 

On Friday it was reported that Presi- 
dent Wilson demanded complete sur- 
render, but that the army refused, when 
the storm in the conservative, Pan- 
German and, big industrial »oress in- 
creased in strength and tnfre was no 
longer any doubt that Ludendorff op- 
posed the constitutional change. The 
Government, however, decided not to re- 
main weakly silent and Prince Max 
gave orders from his bed, where he was 
suffering from influenza. Wolff con- 
tinues: : 

The man who leaves his place so be- 
grudgingly has ruled Germany for more 
than two years like a dictator and the 
public, which could only be scantily in- 
formed, has only partially understood 
the force of this. dictatorship, its appli- 
cations and its workings. 

“Wolff says that Ludendorff was re- 
sponsible for von Bethmann Hollweg’s 
fall as ner ane also for von 
Kiihlemann’s oreign secretary. 
especially athae Ey tattor had stated 
that the war could not be won on the 
battlefield. 

The Frankfurter Zeitung5s Berlin gor- 
respondent, Herr Stein, says at 
dendorff failed hopelessly in the political 
sphere in spite of the ‘‘ wonders’”’ he 
brought about by his military skill. His 
fall. may be considered as signifying, 
Stein continues, that an attempt was 
made to undermine the new Govern- 
ment, but failed. 

The Deutsche Ta oa breaks out 
in angry abuse and says 

“This is the thanks a Tannenberg! 
This man, the hero of the German Army 
and people, is to be sacrificed to the 
will of the enemy, who has been beaten 
by him in a hundred battles.’’ 

It is a lie, says the paper, to assert 


that this was not due to Wilson’s influ- 
ence. 


AMSTERDAM, Oct. 28, (Associated 
Press. )—The question is heard on all 
sides is whether Field Marshal von Hin- 
denburg will follow in the footsteps of 
Ludendorff, The Rhenish Westphalian 
Zeitung of Essen claims to know that he 
will be the next sacrifice to the new 
régime. 

Nothing except the abdication of the 
German Emperor or the retirement of 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg could 
have struck the German public imagi- 
nation more forcefully than the resigna- 
tion of Ludendorff, the popular idol in 
Germany. As the Vorwirts puts it, the 
resignation of Ludendorff means that 
the military element in Germany hence- 
forth is divested of political influence. 

Vorwirts, which has no regret for the 
departure of the army leader, says: 

“What has happened was bound to 
happen, even if Germany had won. The 
German social democracy was deter- 
mined not to permit a German victory 
being ‘turned nto a victory’ under the 
old system:.”” ° 

The newspaper hints that ‘‘ much 
more in the same direction remains to 
be done.”’ . 

The Essen Allgéemetne Zeitun ung men- 
tions General von Lossberg, Chief of the 
Staff of the.Sixth Army, as the_ suc- 
cessor to Ludendorff. General von Loss- 
berg is credited with being the inventor 
of the ‘‘ movable defense system.’’ 

Georg Bernhard, writing in the Berlin 
Vossische Zeitung, while acclaiming Lu- 
dendorff as one of the saviors o the 
Fatherland from ‘‘ enemy devastation,’ 
says the fact that he conceived himself 
to be omniscient and omnipotent brought 
about his doom. 


LONDON, Oct. 28.—General Luden-

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Germans Have Sent More Than 
25 Divisions in Attempt to 
Check Advance. 


AIDED BY WOODED TERRAIN 


Machine-Gun Nests in Trees 
Among the Traps Our Troops 
Are Encountering. 


40,000 ENGINEERS ENGAGED 


Improvised Roads on Soft Soil Are 
Built Under Fire—One Laid 
Over Captured Shells.

VERDUN, Oct. 26.—Big German 
guns are worrying the weary stones of 
this torn’ city, rent and tortured by 


four years and more of war. Here 


one screams into 2 moss-covered stone 
pile marking what once was some 
one’s handsome home, and because the 
ruin is already complete it does no 
more harm. 

Another bumps its way through the 
rusty skeleton of what was once a 
pretty raiiroad station and for the 
thousandth time wracks the battered 
wreck. Another sticks its nose against 
the noble rampart of the ancient wall 
and tumbles into the moat as if recog- 
nizing the uselessness of spending its 
message cf hate ugainst the stones the 
Germans have tried so hard to reach 
in times gone by. 

What could be more weird than to 
stand in this silent city, the historic 
corpse of the world’s greatest slaugh- 
ter, the graveyard, too, of the Ger- 
mans’ fondest hopes} and hear the op- 
pressive quiet, broken by the ugly 
whining of the enemy’s 210s coming 
from over the hills to the northeast? 

Over these hills, whose scarred rims 
are torn so that the sky line looks 
much like a misused saw, the Amer- 
icans are tearing their way into the 
vitals of the German Army. It is the 
toughest job that they ever under- 
took. It is one of the toughest that 
ever soldiers tried. The terrain is 
just one hill after another, one ledge 
rising beyond the next, with tattered 
woods giving the enemy the best of 
shelter for his machine guns. 

Hammer-and-Tongs Battle. 


North of Douaumont, the grave of 
armies, and to the east and west for 
three days, we have been biting into 
the enemy’s line, which he holds so 
heavily, protecting the main artery of 
his armies on the western front. Every 
tool of war the Kaiser has is pitted 
against the youths from across the 
sea; against this array our strongest 
weapon is the innate belief of our 
fighters that they naturally can stand 
the grueling affair longer than’ Heinie 
can. 

It is a hammer-and-tongs military 
show up there where we have just 
come from. We get the Bois Belleau, 
for instance, and then the enemy 
@rives us out. We drive him out, and 
then he gasses it. We get out, and 
when the gas is gone start back to find 
mew machine guns brought up.

No longer do Americans take any 
stock in the talk of low German. mo- 
yale. I believe an American informa- 
tion officer summed it up this morning 
fm a report which said of our prison- 
ers: 

‘* They talk much of lessened mo- 
rale, of which state of mind they gave 
mo evidence on the battlefield.’’ 

Illustrating the fighting abilities of 
the Germans, as well as the nature of 
the warfare our boys are up against, 
take the case of a trap into which our 
men ran yesterday in the Bois Belleu. 


= after Pershing’s men had swept 


through the hills, the Germans came 
up from deep dugouts, the mouths of 
which were camouflaged, and climbed 
to platforms concealed between trees 
and fired machine ‘guns upon the 
Americans who had passed. This, of 


. @ourse, meant death, or at least capt- 


ure, for the Germans, but no fewer 
than twenty-four of these platforms 
were found in this wood. 

The Germans have often ‘used ma- 
chine guns from trees, but this is the 
first time such an elaborate method 
has been used. Some stout platforms 
had crews of seven men each, man- 
ning three large machine guns. 

The Germans know every inch of 
ground over which we are fighting, 
and. are enabled to make their artil- 
lery fire very accurate. In addition, 
it is heavy, and the enemy is ex- 
pending an enormous amount of am- 
munition against our men fighting 
northeast of Verdun. 


Phone Line Cut 28 Times.

For’ the last 
twenty-four hours there has been al- 
most constant fighting for possession 
of Belle Joyeuse Farm, which we have 
captured twice and as many times 
have lost, 

We have had Grand Pré free from 
Germans three times. Twice they

Eastward we have dug northward 
into the Bois des Loges, making the 
enemy positjon at Belle Joyeuse Farm 
in the nature of a salient threatened 
on three sides. . 

We have received evidence that the 
Germans are building a new line run- 
ning through Briquennay east to Dun- 
sur-Meause, five to seven kilometers

It has been explained why the Ger- 
mans are fighting so hard to hold back 
the American First Army, how the ad- 
vance of Pershing’s men threatens 
Longuyon - Meziéres-Voie-de Rocade, 
the most important line of communi- 
cation of ‘the German Army, and how 
the gaining of that line would bottle 


up the whole-German Army, with only 


one avenue of withdrawal through the 
Liége gateway. 
Began Drive a Month Ago. 

It was just. one month ago today 
that the American ‘Army began this 
operation between the Aisne and the 
Meuse, the fighting east of the Meuse 
developing later as part of this opera- 
tion. This may be called the first ma- 
jor operation, for the reduction of the 
St. Mihiel salient might be regarded as 
a local operation on a large scale, 
since it had a limited objective. 

It has been a hard four weeks for 
the American Army. It has been one 
of the hardest-fought and most bit- 
terly contested battles of the four 
years of war. We have drawn more 
than thirty German divisions from 
other parts of the western front, and 
by that have helped the advance of 
the British and French and Belgiars. 


It is the least sensational part of the: 


big battle of nations. It is the tough- 
est job that Marshal Foch had to as- 
sign,’and he assigned ft to Pershing. 
The German command has shown in

The American people shoujd under- 
stand this battle, for it understands 
baseball, and therefore knows what is 
meant by a sacrifice hit. Carrying out 
the analogy, Americans know that it 
is not always the hardest-fought game 
that has the biggest score. 

When the American troops attacked 
on Sept. 26 they went forward on a 
front of thirty-two kilometers between 
the Aisne and the Meuse. Breaking 
the Germans’ positions in the Argonne 
Forest and fighting in an almost un- 
ceasing cold rain, they have advanced 
an average depth of sixteen kilome- 
ters, liberated more than forty-five 
villages and towns, the most impor- 
tant of which are Varennes, Mont- 
faucon, and Grand Pré, and freed 475 
square kilometers of territory. 


American 


Terrain Favors Germans, 


This advance has been made against 
stubborn German resistance, aided by 
a terrain which presented extreme 
difficulties. The terrain consists of 
hills, one behind another,. with deep 
ravines between, more than half the 
ground being covered with woods 
lending themselves, as nature’s ally, 
to defenses, and éspecially to the ma- 
chine-gun defense, which the Ger- 
mans have developed to a high state. 

Before them the Americans had the 
Hindenburg line, the Volker Stellung, 
and the Kriemhilde Stellung. Now 
they face the Freya Stellung, and 
ahead the Germans are building still 
other lines. 

When we attacked we met four Ger- 
man divisions. Since then between 
thirty and forty additional divisions 
have been thrown against us, includ- 
ing three of the five Prussian divi- 
sions of Guards and the 28th, 52d, 
13th, and 37th, reckoned among the 
Kaiser’s best. This formidable re- 
sistance was made to guard the great 


lateral communication line running. 


from Meziéres to Montmedy, Sedan, 
and Longuyon. It may now be said 
that this line is threatened. 

In four weeks the American Army 
has captured more than 20,000 pris- 
oners and 127 guns of all calibres. 
In addition, a large number of ma- 
chine guns and anti-tank guns and 
much ammunition have been taken. 
We have fired more than 2,500,000 
rounds of artillery ammunition, at 
times running as high as 150,000 a 
day. We have used more than 1,000 
cannon of all calibres, not including 
captured guns, which, using their own 
ammunition, have bees turned against 
the Germans. 

Since Sept. 26 we have brought 
down 2380 airplanes. In addition, 23 
enemy observation balloons have been 
shot down: in flames. This record is 
remarkably good, in view of the fact 
that the weather has been adverse, 
with but three really good flying days. 

Americans’ Aerial Raids. 

Our air bombing service has made 
many successful sallies behind the 
enemy lines by day and night, drop- 
ping more than 80,000 pounds -of 
high explosive bombs. On one of these 
expeditions more than 200 airplanes 
were used, making the largest air- 
plane concentration on a single mis- 
sion ever known. 

Our engineers have done yeoman

METZ DEFENSES STRONGER 


Elaborate Trench Systems Are Being 
Built, with Both Barbed and 
Electrified Wire. ‘ 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
NORTHWEST OF VERDUN, Oct. 28, 
+ (Associated Press.)—The Germans have 
created a great reserve zone in Lor- 
raine, through which civilians, unless 
they have authorization, may not pass. 
They also have transformed a part of 
Alsace into a great entrenched camp, in 
which carefully prepared defensive posi- 
tions will make. up for their lack of 
human material. 

It is known that the Gerdians have 
expected a liaison attack by American 
and French troops against the German 
left wing, and have been fearful that 
the allied troops would break through, 
as they have done in other attacks in the 
last few months. Their anxiety was 
shown in the following declaration print- 
ed by the Frankfort Gazette in a re- 
cent issue: 


*“ The situation has become noticeably 
difficult. It is, most tense on our left 
wing from the strategic as well as the 
tactical eg of view. One must re- 
gard with all seriousness the increasing 
gravity of the situation tn the region 
of Vouzieres, because the Entente has 
succeeded in obtaining considerable ad- 
vantages in the centre between the 
Scheldt and the Cambrai Canal in their 
formidable attempts to pierce our line.” 


Metz Defenses Strengthened. 


Although the Germany Army is mak- 
ing the most" desperate effort in the 
war's history to prevent the Americans 
from breaking through in the vital Ver- 
dun sector, it is equally or more fear- 


ful that there may be a breach endan- 
gering Metz, with the consequent ne- 
cessity of abandoning all the territory 
still occupied, and suffering an invasion 
of the German Empire itself. 

With division after division of troops, 
ma bee ine guns, and artillery the enemy 
is bitterly defending himself west of 
Verdun. But it is with an elaborately 
strong trench system; with rows of 
barbed wire, and even electrified wire, 
that he has been feverishly working 
during the last few weeks to make Metz 
invulnerable. The system has been laid 
out, roughly, between Pont-a-Mousson, 
Avricourt, and the River Seille, with a 
parallel front from Cheminot to Vic. 

The enemy’s activity first showed it- 
self between Ch&teau-Salins and Moyen- 
vic, where no fewer than five parallel 
trenches have been constructed, and 
three on the reverse side of the slopes. 
The greater part of this system has only 
recently been completed. Two addition- 
al lines in the rear have already been 
planned and traced out, and a double 
system of dugouts and machine gun em- 
placements has been prepared. This po- 
sition is continued in the direction of 
Marsal and Mulcey. 

Electric Wires Installed. 

Another position has been hastily or- 
ganized, depending upon the heights of 
Juvelize and Donnelay. - It runs along 
the ridge upon which is situated Mari- 


mont Chateau and passes about a third 
of a mile from Bourdonay. It follows 
the southern outskirts of Maizieres 
Woods and finally reaches the southern 
outskirts of Rechicourt Forest and the 
— ts of Foulerey, east of Avricourt.

On the Oise front there have been 
stubborn engagements on the east 
bank in front of Grand Verly, where 
the enemy delivered several counter- 
attacks. 

Further south we carried our lines 
as far as the approaches to the Oise, 
capturing points of support northwest 
of Oise. We likewise advanced to the 
east of the Peron in the region north- 
east of Boise-les-Pargny. 

On the whole front between the Oise 
and the Serre our troops are in fresh 
contact with the enemy lines. West 
of Chateau-Porgien we have made an 
advance north of Herpy. 


Aviation.—_The work of our air 
squadrons continued on Oct. 27 with 
great success. Our observers carrief 
out numerous reconnoissances over the 
areas behind the enemy front and 
brought back highly important reports 
for the commanding officer and nu- 
merous phétographs. They’ reported 
fires at many plades on the right bank 
of the Aisne, which are still in the 
hands of the enemy, as well as in the 
Serre Valley, 
Montcornet. 

Our bombing. machines carried out 
expeditions in the region of Serain- 
court. This village, which is at the 
junction of several roads, is of con- 
siderable importance in the revictual- 
ing of the enemy. 

One hundred and twenty bombing 
airplanes and eight pursuit machines 
engaged in an enterprise in successive 
groups, attacking special objectives, 
especially revictualling convoys, mu- 
nition deports, and barracks in that 
region, as -well as troops reported in 
the ravine south of Serrincourt. 
Tirty-three tons of projectiles and 15,- 
000 cartridges were utilized, causing 
serious losses to the enemy and great 
disorganization, and at certain points 
stopping traffic entirely. Several fires 
broke out in the barracks, and an ex- 
plosion in a munitions depot resulted 
from these operations. 

In the course of the day nine enemy 
airplanes were brought down and one 
captive balloon was burned.

When it became apparent that Bul- | 
garia had collapsed through political | 
upheaval, and after she had withdrawn 
from the war, it was stated in. this 
column that the war was won—it was 
only a question of mopping up. Of! 
course, the work still to be done was 
enormous. ‘Turkey no one need con- 
sider. All of the consideration that 
needed to be paid to her was given 
most effectively by General Allenby. 
‘Nominally, Turkey is still in the war; 
practically, she. has ceased to be a bel- 
ligerent. The rapid advance of Allen- 
by’s army to Aleppo has done all that 
remained to be done after the destruc- 
tion of the Turkish Army. Austria has 
seen the handwriting on the wall and 
has decided to make peace rather than 
to see her territory invaded. Invasion 
was sure to come. The Serbs and other 
Allies had reached the Danube. They 
were on the bordér of Bosnia and Her- 
zegovnia. The end was inevitable. With 
the Germany Army still in the field, still 
occupying soil of the Allies, any other 
terms of peace than those accorded Bul- 
garia are unthinkable. 


If Austria, quits the war and returns 
to her neutral status, the benefit in a 
military way will be all with Germany. 
This is, something, however, to which 
the Allied tions are very much alive. 
They do not propose that Austria shall 
be free to carry on commercial and dip- 
lomatic relations with them and send 
Germany. such information and such 
supplies as Austria may wish: For, 
while it is true that the subject races 
of Austria are seething with the spirit 
of independence and rebellion against 
the Dual Monarchy, the strongest race 
in numbers is Teutonic, and in it lies 
the danger. 

If, then, Austria makes peace it will 
be a peace which will permit the utiliza- 
tion of Austrian territory for the pur- 
pose of bringing to her knees. 
Whether this is the kind of peace Aus- 
tria contemplates no one can say. She 
has so far approached the President and 
no one else. But the President cannot 
grant Austria peace, -He cannot say on 
what terms Austria may withdraw. His 
power is one of suggestion, largely, with | 
a single vote in the Versailles Confer- 
ence, and the Allies will not make a 
peace which will be so detrimental to 
their interests. This leaves Germany 
with her flank exposed on the Swiss 


Rhine open to invasion. To guard it 
Germany will have to find sufficient 
men to garrison the Austro-German 
border. 
If, however, 
the Teutonic element in Austria join 
hands with them, the Allies might stil 
be unable: to capitalize the Austria de- 
“bacle. 

But we must not go astray on the 
question of Germany. Hers is not a 
beaten army. It is an army which has 
met with serious reverses, which has 
suffered heavily. But it is still capable 
of a terrific defense, as the casualties 
of the British in the last two weeks of 
fighting of which we have a report— 
over 70,000 men—can testify. 

As to the Turkish campaign in Meso- 
potamia, it is rapidly drawing to a 
close. Turkey still has hopes of saving 
something from the wreck through the 
activities based on the sudden regenera- 
tion of the German people—a regenera- 
tion which began only when they saw 
they were , defeated—toward bringing 
about a peace by conference. Were it 
not for this, Turkey would unquestion- 
ably quit. She is beaten. She has ex- 
perienced what no other nation of the 
war has experienced—a decisive military 
defeat, a military defeat which is evi- 
denced by the complete destruction of an 
army. Belgium has never been defeat- 
ed, nor has Serbia nor has Rumania. 
Their territory has been overrun, but 
their armies are still in the field; re- 
duced, of course, but nevertheless 
armies. Belgium proved it in the recent 
attacks in Flanders. Serbia proved it in 
the campaign against Bulgaria. Ru- 
mania, still loyal to the Allies, will 
prove it when the opportunity arises. 

On the western front there has been 
little of importance to record. The Brit- 
ish are still keeping up their steady 
pressure.on the front along the Scheldt 
and south of Valenciennes. The Frénch 
have been straightening out their line 
in the Oise-Serre bend. On the Italian 
front, where the Austrians are contend- 
ing the passage of the Piave, the Allies 
have forced a crossing and have appar- 
ently established themselves on the east- 
ern bank. Austria must move quickly 
if she wants peace before suffering still 
greater damage than that which she 
-has already sustained. The attacks in

matter we are guardians of the nation's 
mandates, and we cannot be false. 
‘Some days ago -there- was made on 
this floor the preposterous suggestion 
that the Senate ratify in advance what- 
ever might be the will of the Chief Ex- 
ecutive. A few days ago the country 
was astounded and shocked to find the 
Chief Executive calling for the election 
of Democratic Senators and Represent- 
atives precisely in order that his in- 
dividual authority should be untram- 
meled by counsel.

Peace Terms Approved. 


“‘The anxiety of the Senator from 
Pennsylvania seems to be that the Presi- 
dent will take into his own hands the 
decision of the settlement of this war,’’ 
said Senator Hitchcock, in reply to Mr. 
Knox. ‘‘ It seems to me the course of 
recent history indicates that the Presi- 
dent has pursued the natural and logical 
course which he is called upon to pur- 
sue and that he occupies at this time 
an impregnable position.

IS IN PEACE TERMS

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—President

flanked the Upper Scheldt. 


On Battlefields of 1914, 

Along the whole battlefront, from 
Yournai on the Scheldt to Landrecies on 
the Sambre, our men are on: historic 
ground. Our right flank is in the area 
in which our first four divisions concen- 
trated under shelter of the fortress of 
Maubeuge for the advance to Mons. It 
fis on the outskirts of Landrecies, where 
Sir Douglas Haig’s 2ist Guards Brigade 
on the night of the 25th of August, 1914, 
repulsed the leading troops of von 
luck’s Ninth Corps, who tried to enter 
the place disguised in French uniforms, 
and answered our challenges in French. 

In the centre we have-reached the 
Valenciennes-Le Quesnoy railway, which 
has long served the enemy in his main 
lateral line of communications. On Aug. 
25, 1914, trains were waiting on this line 
mear Le Quesnoy station, to take back 
such of our infantry who fought at Mons 
@s were too exhausted to march any 
longer. They were full of reservists who 
had only left their civil occupations 
three weeks before, and there had been 
no time to put them through the course 
of “physical jerks’’ and get them fit fer 
the tremendous strain of modern war. 
The last trainload of these exhausted 
men steamed out of Le Quesnoy station 
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| but a few minutes before the first Ger- 
| Man gun opened up on it. - 

Just outside Le Quesnoy we brought 
down our first German airplane, and 
there was a great hunt before the pilot 
and his observer, who had taken refuge 


in @ small wood ‘hard by, were captured. 


North of Valenciennes our men have 
worked their way through the Forest of 
Raismes, and are approaching the 
Scheldt Canal at Condé. 

It was there that our left flank rested 


by’s cavalry held the crossings of the 
Scheldt and of the Condé Canal, which 
runs due east from Condé through Mons 
to Charleroi, against von Kluck’s 2¢ 
Corps, which was seeking to turn our 
left flank. ‘ 


consists of reclaimed marsh land, which 
has now become market gardens, inter- 
sected by innumerable drainage dikes. 
Our cavalry. in 1914 would have been 
put to it to meet the enemy’s infantry 
in such a country had-they not, thanks 
to our experience in the Boer war, been 
trained to fight as well on foot as on 
horseback. 

The whole of this district is highly 
defensible, and we must not be sur- 
prised if the enemy succeeds in delay- 
ing us here for a time. He has, in fact, 
on his right flank, this intricate and 
difficult country about Condé, and on 
his left flank Mormal Forest, which is 
some nine miles deep. 

Between the two there is only about 
three miles of open country, leading to 
Bavai, where we spent the first night 
after the Battle of Mons, and to Mons 
itself.. It is on this ten miles that our 
men in two days of heavy fighting have 
gained’another great victory. 


Germans Fighting Bravely. 


There is no question but that the 
enemy has fought his best. Sir Douglas 
Haig’s reports have frequently borne 
testimony to the fierceness of his re- 
sistance, and if the average quality of 
his troops is deteriorating, and in some 
places is low, there is no question but 
that his machine gunners are still fight- 
ing with much of their old skill and 
valor, and his artillery, if weakened by 
the large number of guns which we 
have captured or destroyed, is still very 
effective. 

The Germans have had to fight hard 
to keep us away from Mons and the 
valley of the Sambre,, because this is 
for them’ one of the, two vital parts of 
their front, the other being on the 
Argonne front, where the French and 
Americans are, in a prolonged and bit- 
ter struggle, working their way slowly 
forward to the Metz-Hirson Railway. 
They have fought hhara and have been 
heavily defeated} as! the capture of 80 
many prisoners and guns upon this 
comparatively. snatrow front of battle 
shows. 

The first Smit “of this victory will 
be that we shall gain Valenciennes and 
Mormal Forest, and so open the road 
to Maubeuge, Mons, and the valley of 
the Sambre. But his heavy losses and 
repeated defeats since July 15 have all 
but exhausted’ the ‘enemy’s fresh re- 
serves, and he ‘will be put to it to find 
reinforcements _ to fill even the ten-mile 
gap quickly, while’ our airmen are bom- 
barding the railway junctions of 

ulnoye and Hirson so assiduously that 
the movement of his troops by rail 
must be greatly hanipered. 

It appears to me, therefore, that we 
are quite justified in expecting that the 
effect of this, our latest victory, will be 
felt well beyond the actual battlefield, 
and that it will bring about another 
considerable German withdrawal. If I 
am right and these results do follow, 
we must remember to whom they are 
due, and that our armies have been 
fighting continuously and victoriously 
since Aug. 8.

GERMANS STIFFEN 
‘NEW BELGIAN LINE 


Men. and Guns Rushed Up to 
Defend the Front Along 
the Lys Canal.. 


DUTCH PATROLS WATCHING 


King Albert’s Men Inspired by 
Fighting Almost In Sight of 
Thelr Own Homes.’

ON THE BELGIAN FRONTIOR, 
Oct, 24, (via Rotterdam, Oct. 25.)—It 
was a moonlight night of Autumn, 
with a slight breeze of early Spring. 
Long shadows haunted the avenues, 
which were silent, save for the noise 
of my bicycle plowing through the 
thick mud. The way led through 
eerie, rat-infested side streets of Sluis, 
through Aardenburg, and then twisted 
across the moors. 

Suddenly from a few hundred yards 
away four monster guns wrecked the 
silence, drowning thé midnight chimes 
from a roadside cottage, and» making 
its windows rattle. A couple of ma- 
chine guns spluttered out their loud 
wrath, probably upon a patrol. Deep 
in Flanders, guns could be faintly 
heard hammering away at one another. 

“ Halt !’’ 


The command came from Dutch 
guards patrolling 
zone which separates Holland at peace 
from Burope at war. Beyond that 
strip of land could be seen an irreg- 
ularly traced line of fire; for there was 
the northern end of the long western 
battlefront. From the Swiss frontier, it 
runs across Hurope to end in machine 
gun nests among some willows in a 
swamp 150 yards from where I stood.

walls bullets have been flattening 
themselves at intervals for days past. 

A Dutch patrol was stationed under 
some tall trees, and had its steel hel- 
mets and gas masks: in readiness in 
case the German lines were attacked; 
for there is no little danger, despite the 
frontier, in being so near ‘the — 
front. 

At that particular spot I was really 
immediately behind the German posi- 
tions. The big battery I have spoken 
of was not far away. Every quarter of 
an hour it burst into fierce activity, 
rending the night air like earsplitting 
thunder. Far in the distance its shells 
would burst with a dull roar. 


Germans Stiffen Their Front. 


It appears that the Germans in their 
retreat did not at first intend to make 
a stand here on the Lys Canal. It was 
evidently their plan to retire from that 
waterway to Leopold’s Canal, and so 
place a routh, swampy, cut-up extent 
of territory between them and the en- 
emy. But just as the Germans’ political 
action hardened at the beginning of the 
week, so did their military plain stiffen. 
Artillery, which had been retired to a 
good distance beyond the Lys Canal, 
was brought up again, and from the 
frontier during the day a long chain of 
batteries, each of four 10-centimeter 
guns, can be seen in position, and it is 
possible to observe the gunners calmly 
working them.

| forced their Way across to the eastern 


side of the canal at two points. These are 
the two points where stood two bridges 
called by the natives Rapelbrug and 
Seyseelbrug. Bridgeheads have been 
established there, and. all the German 
efforts to nullify that success have been 
vain. 

It is evident that the Germans intend 
to stand on this part of the line as 
long as they possibly can.

Comperatively few deserters. have come 
over the border line. Meanwhile, the 
flood of fugitives in Belgium appears to 
have stopped. Only in small numbers 
have they reached Dutch territory. The 
inhabitants immediately behind the Ger- 
man lines, though in many cases ordered 
to go, have preferred to remain in their 
homes,. and in many villages curious 
sights are to be seen. Men and women 
are at their ordinary work, quite near to 
where the German forces lie, and chil- 
dren even can be seen at play not far 
from where German artillery is placed. 

The people, indeed, seem to have con- 
quered their fears. They feel that deliv- 
erance is coming, and believe that they 
run infinitely less danger by remaining 
calmly at home than by taking to the 
roads in crowds and flocking off they 
know not where. That they remain, is 
surely: an excellent tribute to the care 
exercised by the Allies in their opera- 
tions regarding civilian life and ‘prop- 
erty. 

The crowds of those who did leave 


home have melted ny 5 and behind the 
front conditions have become compara- 
tively tranquil again. Large numbers of 
refugees, of course, remained behind in 
laces where, during the German re- 
treat, there was little or no fighting.

SAVE THE FOOD! 

The Federal Food Board, a_ useful 
and fruitful teacher of common sense 
in the kitchen to the too easy race of 
Americans, has published a statement 
which all Americans will be glad to 
live up to. . THe United States Food 
Administration, it reminds us, has not 
only to feed our army in Europe, but 
‘to see that 220,000,000 of our allies get 
enough to eat. We have to provide 
17,550,000 tons of food for abroad, 50 
per cent.. more than was our quota 
last year. We did well last year. We 
showed that we were willing to make 
sacrifices, that. we could save. Now 
we have to save a good deal more. 
Every month at least 250,000 soldiers, 
with competent appetites, are sent to 
France. To feed them, to supply this 
monthly going army, requires. con- 
tinually more ships. And our army 
has acquired the habit of taking Ger- 
man prisoners—there were at’ least 
250,000 of them taken since July 15 by 
the American and allied armies at last 
accounts—who have to be fed. 

We have to send over to the other 
side something more than 400,000,000 
bushels of bread-making flour and 
grain. A large portion of this can 
only be had if the people at home eat 
much less and save much more. 
‘* Suppose that of the 400,000,000 
‘* bushels and over that we ship, 100,- 
** 000,000 is to be accomplished by 
‘* saving. * * * Put that in the 
**terms of the individual, it is the 
‘* same as though each one allowed 
** himself four bushels of grain in his 
‘* bread for the year in place of five 
** bushels, which was the ordinary 
‘* calculation in the bygone wasteful 
“ days.” 

Bygone, indeed, are the wasteful 
days. Probably we were the most 
generous, foolish, wasteful folk in our 
kitchens, before the war, to be found 
in the world. Our lavishness had its 
history and explanation in the extraor- 
dinary development of domestic pros- 
perity. When we began to save, we 
did not save for ourselves. We saved 
for our friends and allies across the 
water, for the cause of freedom and 
civilization to which we are dedicated. 
We were idealists, not economists and 
sophisters. Still, the cost ‘* of liv- 
ing ’’ grins cynically from every 
monthly bill. If for no other reason, 
we have to be saving on food so as to 
be prodigal to the Liberty Loan. It 
has been found, however, in this nec- 
essary patriotic process of saving food 
that, with a little intelligent culinary 
art, such as our women love to learn 
and practice, the domestic bill of fare 
is made more attractive. A thousand 
substitutes and recipes have made the 
ordinary meal at home as varied as, 
and less expensive than, the cates of 
the, purple lobster-halls. Virtue has 
been its own reward. The food has 
been better. It has had the charm of 
novelty. It has appealed to and culti- 
vated a more delicate and broader gas- 
tronomic taste. It has really contrib- 
uted to our pleasure while helping to 
feed the Allies. |

THE EMPIRE STATE DIVISION... 

The. 27th (the Empire State) Divi- 
sion was on the waiting list for the call 
to France a long, weary time before it 
came. Other National Guard divisions, 
with not half the training in trench 
warfare, were preferred and sailed 
away. It seemed as if the 27th would 
never be summoned, and yet it con- 
tained some of the best National Guard 
regiments in the country, including the 
famous 7th of this city. This division 
was drilled,-and marched, and ma- 
noeuvred until there was danger of 
its going physically stale. The last 
word in discipline was said over and 
over again. At last when the letter- 
perfect division slipped away to 
France it was supposed to be still in 
South Carolina. 

The ordeal and the trial were not in 
vain. .Glory has been won by the Em- 
pire State Division in France. It 
must be reckoned among the most ef- 
ficient ‘of: American organizations, 
whether regulars, guardsmen, or Na- 
tional Army. With the 80th Di- 
vision, (from Tennessee and North 
and South Carolina,) the 27th took 
part in Sir Dovcras Hara’s drive 
at the Hindenburg line on Sept. 
29, probably the Field Marshal’s fin- 
est Achievement, judged by its results. 
In his order of Oct. 19 he thanked the 
two divisions with a warmth of ex- 
pression that reflected his sense of ob- 
ligation to them. He speaks of “ the 
utmost dash and bravery” of the 
Americans co-operating with the 
British, of their uniform success de- 
spite the enemy’s stubborn resistance, 
and concludes, after describing their 
capture of several villages in a ten- 
mile advance from Montbrehain to St. 
Souplet: 

Fighting their way forward from §t. 
Souplet to the high ground west of 
‘the Sambre Canal, they have broken 
the enemy’s resistance at all points, 
beating off many counterattacks and 
realizing an advance of nearly five 
miles. Over 5,000 prisoners and many 
guns have been taken by the two 
American divisions in these several 
operations. 

The response of Major Gen. GEORGE 
W. READ, commanding the American 
2d Corps, must have pleased its Brit- 
ish brothers-in-arms. Between the 
lines can be read a reciprocal esteem 
and cordiality: 


Every member of the American 
2d Corps will always remember with 
great pride your generous commenda- 
tion. We are under the greatest ob- 
ligations to all the British units at- 
tached to us for their splendid co- 
operation, especially that of the Royal 
Artillery, which insured at all: times 
the success of our operations. 

This, like the British commander’s 
appreciation, is not the language of 
perfunctory tribute. The officers and 
men engaged, Northerners and South- 
erners in the American ranks and 
Englishmen, Scots, Irish, and Colo- 
nials under the British colors, will 
always warm to the recollection of 
dangers shared and victory won, an 
excellent thing for the relations of the 
two nations in the time to come. In 
1914 America and Great Britain were 

ut to celebrate one hundred years 
of peace when the war cloud burst 
upon Europe.’ May it not be felt that 
a triumphant association in the most 
terrible of all conflicts will make them 
sincerer friends of peace than the 
suspended celebration arranged by 
their statesmen, and that one of the 
results of the great war will be a 
better understanding, a more tolerant 
feeling for each other’s peculiarities, 
and a broader view of their common 
interests? 


DOUBTFUL ‘REFORM’ IN GERMANY. 
The Government-Socialist Vorwirts 
is good enough to print the proposed 
text of the Reform bill, whereby, ap- 
parently, the obedient Reichstag is to 
change the Imperial Constitution, in 
advance and quite independent of the 
constitutional channels for that altera- 
tion. So sudden is the ‘‘ People’s Gov- 
ernment ’’ which is to be set up. 

Four are the provisions which are to 
insure complete Reform. ‘* War can 
** only be declared with the sanction of 
“the Reichstag and SBundesrat.’’ 
There is humor in putting the Reichs- 
tag before the Bundesrat. It has been 
proposed to change the Constitution so 
that war cannot be declared by the 
Kaiser without the consent of the 
Bundesrat and Reichstag unless the 
coasts or frontiers are actually in- 
vaded. A phantom invasion, such as 
the Potsdam war-makers invented for 
use in Belgium in 1914, can always be 
conjured up. The Reichstag is the 
obedient servant and parasite of the 
Bundesrat and the Kaiser. No project 
of law which it is stimulated to put 
forth in this moment of disaster, can 
amount to anything until the Consti- 
tution has been changed; and changes 
in the Constitution amount to nothing 
in Germany until the King of Prussia 
and the dynasttes of the other States, 
composing the Bundesrat, are over- 
thrown. ' 

The second condition is that ** the 
‘* Chancellor can remain in power only 
‘* while he possesses the confidente of 
‘* the Reichstag.'’ Who is to appoint 
the Chancellor? What has the confi- 
dence of that futile child’s debating 
society, the Reichstag, to do with his 
remaining in power? What is a vote 
‘of confidence? What is a vote of want

cellor may " ehoose to recognize as 
such? 
The third proviso is this: 


The Chancellor will be responsible 
for. the political actions of the Kaiser, 
and the Chancellor and Ministry will 
be responsible for their tenure of of- 
fice to the Reichstag and Bundesrat. 


This is a kind of irresponsible re-| 


sponsible parliamentary government 
new to the world. A German Reidhs- 
tag similar to the English House of 
Commons or the French Chamber of 
Deputies would be intelligible. If a 
vote of want of confidence in a 
Ministry appointed, in effect, by Par- 


liament insured the fall of that Min-) 


istry, there would be a responsible 
form of government. In Germany, ac-~ 
cording to this Socialist tool of Junk- 
erdom, the Chancellor and the Minis- 
try are to be-responsible both to the 
Reichstag, which, as at present consti- 
tuted, is only technically responsible 
to the people, and to the Bundesrat, 
which is not responsible to anybody. 
Suppose that the Reichstag votes 
down a Chancellor, the Bundesrat 
sticks to him. How'is he to be got 
rid of? There would be a parallel to 
BismarcK’s playing on the opposition 
between the Upper and the Lower 
House in Prussia in the 60’s. He 
made use of it to carry on the Gov- 
ernment in violation of the Constitu- 
tion. Be sure that any Imperial Chan- 
cellor, cynically ‘‘ responsible ’’ to the 
Bundesrat of the Princes and a 
Reichstag which has hitherto shown 
itself as essentially dynastic and anti- 
popular as they, would keep = job 
and laugh at ‘‘ reform.’’ 

The fourth proviso, that ‘‘ the ap- 
** pointment, promotion, and dismissal 
‘* of officers from the army and navy 
** can be effective only by the signa- 
‘ture of the Chancellor,’’ is mere 
wind and foam. So long as the Chan- 
cellor is responsible to nobody, control 
of the army and navy cannot come to 
the Reichstag, even provided that the 
Reichstag wished to exercise such con- 
trol. .The ‘‘ réform ’’ indicated by the 
German ‘‘reformers’’ leaves the 
‘* military masters of Germany ’’ still 
the masters, free to resume their mas- 
tery when the moment comes. The 
responsibility of a responsible govern- 
ment must not be ambiguous, divided. 
It must rest in a single House of Par- 
liament. Between two bodies it cannot 


be -found.

WAR FINANCE AND PEACE 
POLITICS. 

** Amid a multitude of projects no 
plan is devised.’’

The tariff is a peace 
issue, and in its nature it threatens 
to divide the nations as it has divided 
sections and parties in this country. 
Trade regulation as a war measure is 
under stricter and better control than 
any which could be reached as the re- 
sult of a Republican majority in the 
House. So far as the Republicans are 
protectionists, the election of Repub- 
licans to the House is a pro-war meas- 
ure only as regards the ‘‘ war after 
the war.’’ That issue is prematurely 
raised in the demand for a majority 
hostile to a war program which has 
received the approval of all commer- 
cial nations among the belligerents 
and which is about to be made unani- 
mous. 

It is different with questions of war 
revenue. They are properly raised 
now, for war finance is a foremost 
issue in the prosecution of the war. 
No one can say that the Democrats 
have raised the free trade issue in 
finding war revenue. It is the Repub- 
licans who charge the Republicans 
with doing so, and who ask support 
against a war President on that issue. 
It is necessary in this matter to dis- 
tinguish between Republiean leaders 


and Republican followers. There is. 


nothing in the Republican record on 
the war revenue proposals to justify 
fear that the party will fall into the 
pit digged for it by those who are 
blind to the signs that international 
economics faces a new alignment. 

The Republican record on war 
finance is better than the party lead- 
ers would make it if they have their 
way. Without extenuating the va- 
garies of the war revenue bills, it is 
creditable to Democrats and Repub- 
licans alike to say that the last vote 
was unanimous. The Democrats alone 
were unanimous in the preceding 
War Revenue bill, when 76 Repub- 
licans voted nay. On the War Reve- 
nue bill of 1916, 142 Republican Rep- 
resentatives voted nay. A unanimous 
vote on’ a war revenue bill is as dis- 
heartening to Germany as an over- 
subscribed six-billion loan by 25,000,- 
000 takers at the time when a Ger- 
man loan failed. Would it help a war 
President to have a revival of Re- 
publican opposition to war revenue 
proposals? Admitting all that the Re- 
publicans allege against Democratic 
war finance, is it not fair to say that, 
with all its faults, it is superior to 
anything which. could be hoped for 
from a Congress responsive to the 
summons of its leaders to oppose 
measures which have commanded Re- 
publican support in increasing degree? 
Outside Congress, in the country at 
large, there has been no partisan ob- 
jection to war revenue legislation. Of 
criticism on the merits there has been }: 
plenty, but it has not been Repub- 
lican or Democratic. , The country has

or aviation the suggestion that possibly 
aviators occasionally could be saved 
from fatal falls if they were provided 
with parachutes, This suggestion was 
received with something between irrita- 
tion and scorn by thé aviation experts, 
for they felt that it was presumptuous— 
as indeed it was, coming whence it did— 
and they resented, as was entirely nat- 
ural, its intimation that the experts 
were not doing all that might be done 
to cut down the list of flying fatalities, 
which: just then were coming fast from 
the training fields. However, the men 
who know all about such things pa- 
tiently explained to, those who didn’t, 
first, that a parachute would be. of no 
utility to an aviator, and, second, that 
its possession would tend to prevent him 
from trusting to the methods of manag- 
ing his machine wherein his , safety 
really lies. 

The demonstration of both points was 
elaborate, scientific, and convincing. 
Certainly it silenced those who had been 
‘talking and writing about parachutes as 
@ part of the aviator’s equipment. But 
now there comes from one of THE 
Times special correspondents on the 
western front the surprising informa- 
tion that he himself has seen a German 
aviator whose machine had been set on 
fire, and was falling in the way that 
hitherto almost inevitably. had meant 
death, leap from it with a parachute and 
descend in safety. The correspondent 
also said that this was not a unique 
happening—that the Germans had at- 
tacked and solved the problem of adapt- 
ing the parachute to the peculiarities of 
the airplane, and, as he put it, ‘‘ we 
have records of the number of German 
airmen who have saved themselves in 
this manner.’"’ Details were given, too, 
of the construction of the aero-para- 
chute and of .the manoeuvres by which 
‘the aviator was able to separate it and 
himself from a doomied plane. 

Apparently there now remains only two 
ways in which the wise and confident 
contemners of the parachute-airplane 
combination can meet the crisis thus 
created. The first—to confess that they 
were wrong—is painful; the second—to 
impugn the correspondent’s veracity— 
would be equally dangerous and ungra- 
cious. ‘The admission that Americans 
eannot do what Germans have done, 
either in the equipment or the operation 
of airplanes, is of course impossible. 


For wishing that the 
women of Germany 
would rise in vehement 
and successful revolt 
against the autocratic 
Government which has been even more 
oppressive to them than to the German 
men, GERTRUDE ATHERTON has all the rea- 
sons that inspire the same wish in all 
civilized people. For hoping, and even 
for expecting it, she has at least two 
reasons that lack for most of us. Both 
were expressed with Mrs. ATHERTON’S 
wonted vigor and vivacity in the letter 
printed on this page yesterday. ‘ 

The first of the reasons is that during 
her long residence in Germany she had 
intimate conversations with great num- 
bers of German women and found more 
of them to be discontented and in secret 
revolt than she had found in a like state 
of mind in any other country. The sec- 
ond reason is that Mrs. ATHERTON some 
time ago wrote and published a book, 
‘“The White Morning,’’ in which she 
prophesied a feminine revolt in Germany 
—a revolt not. the less Teutonic and 
bloody because feminine—and if there is 
anything for which a prophet yearns it 
is that the prophecy shall come true. 

Now, yearning, as is well known, is 

the basis, and’ often the substance, of 
belief. It creates convictions even 
stronger than does visible proof, and no 
wonder, therefore, Mrs. ATHERTON reads 
the dispatches which say that woman 
workers are taking a prominent part in 
the industrial strikes and seditious dem- 
onstrations now taking place in Ger- 
many, and sees in them the beginning of 
what she foretold. 
-She may be right. Stranger things— 
not many, of course, but some—have 
happened in this world than that the 
women of Germany, their patience ex- 
hausted, should forget, or remember 
only with bitter resentment, their long 
training in docility and subservience, 
and start a revolution more or less 
along the lines of Mrs. ATHERTON’S 
imagining. ‘Then indeed would she have 
the prophet’s supreme delectation—that 
of saying, without risk of contradiction, 
“I told you so!”’ She wouldn’t mind, 
or need to mind, if the revolution in its 
details were a little different and less 
picturesque than the one she foretold, 
and, without incurring suspicion of suf- 
fering from a neurotic repulsion from 
bloodshed, one can venture to hope that 
the real ‘‘ morning ’’ will not be as far 
from ‘‘ white ’’ as was the morning she 
described.

What the Enemy Would Make of 
‘the President’s Defeat. 


The following is a translation of an 
article which appeared in the Cologne 
Gazette of Aug. 17: 

** Little by little the winter of dis- 
content is setting in for Wilson, the dic- 
tator.( At the beginning of November 
the people will, in ‘the Congressional 
elections, sit in judgment over him and 
his war policies. The entire House of 
Representatives, with its 435 members, 
is facing a new election, and of 96 
Senators one-third are to be elected, 

‘What the verdict of America will be 
has been apparent since the Spring of 
1917, The three or four special elections 
for~the House of Representatives, thé 
Senatorial election in Wisconsin, and, 
above all, the Mayoralty election in 
New York City of last November, show 
which way the tide is turning; all of 
these elections went against Wilson, in 
spite of the intolerable pressure of his 
party machine. Most significant was the 
first special election in New Hampshire, 
where a Democrat who had died was 
supplanted by a Republican. At that 
time Wilson had borrowed for the re- 
duction of the citadel the biggest gun 
in his arsenal, Senator Lewis of the 
German city of Chicago, who as Demo- 
cratic Party whip in the Senate and 
mouthpiece of the President is classed as 
a highlyimportant personage. Lewis car- 
ried ‘his artistic red Parisian wig up 
and down the State conjuring the’ good 
people of New England by the, at that 
time still effective, formula that the 
election of a Republican -.would mean 
a repudiation of Wilson’s war policies 
and tend to weaken considerably the 
conduct of the war. But the election 
went against Wilson, notwithstanding 
the fact that the New Hampshire back- 
woodsmen are anything but pro-Ger- 
man; their English descent alozie would 
not allow of that. 

*“‘However, quite a different con- 
struction must be placed on the New 
York Mayoralty election. John Pur- 
roy Mitchel, who was killed some weeks 
ago while training for the aviation serv- 
ice, was, as Mayor, one of the main 
baiters not only of Germany, but also 
of the German-Americans of his city. 
He was the duthor of the outrage of 
the so-called Loyalty lists, which during 
a house to house canvass, in 1917, every 
German-American was - compelled to 
sign if he did not want to lose his posi- 
tion in the municipal or even private 
business houses. A similar act of moral 
coercion has. never been committed 
either by the Spanish Inquisition or by 
the New England witch roasters of the 
pious city of Salem. And Wilson 
exerted all his influence for the con- 
tinuation in office of his friend Mitchel. 
It was all in vain; Mitchel suffered a 
defeat such as has never before been re- 
corded in the political history of New 
York. And if the German-Americans 
had not been so utterly bereft of all 
good political sense as they always have 
been, they might have driven home this 
defeat much more forcefully; for, with 
some slight support from their side, the 
Socialist, Hillquit, “would have entered 
the City Hall as Mayor, and with him 
the most prominent opponent of all that 
war folly. 

**But even without this searchlight 
Wilson recognized the seriousness of 
the situation. With what fear and mis- 
givings he approaches the t day 
when the people will voice-public opin- 
ion, and how desperatély He strives to 
turn the verdict in his favor, may be 
gleaned from the report in today’s is- 
ste of our second morning edition. His 
personal interference with the elections 
is a new departure even for America, 
and one may be eager to know how the 
party leaders of both sides, ‘the bosses,’ 
are going to take it. One will hardly 
make a mistake in assuming that Wil- 
son had stirred up a hornet’s. nest 
when by his letters he attempted to 
create an atmosphere unfavorable to 
the Senators and Representatives who 
had proved) refractory. That’ sort of 
thing has never done any President any 
good, though it has never been practiced 
before but on the smallest scale. But 
Wilson extehds his dictatorial power 
now over everything. He not only wants 
the sole control of the Government, and 
of the conduct of the war, in its thou- 
sand ramifications, but in addition he 
also aspires to manipulate the elections, 
thus curtailing the opportunity of a 
people of one hundred millions to exer: 
cise to the limit its constitutional. rights. 
Wilson’s methods are the act of a desper- 
ate man. Noone knows that better than 
himself. That he takes such steps shows 
how he distrusts the future. And just 
as he has, in 1917, thought less than 
nothing of international law when it 
suited him to do so, he also puts aside 
the Constitution the monfent it becomes 
inconvenient to him. It is a trial of 
strength which Wilson thus. provokes. 
If he succeeds, his dictatorship rests 
upon a foundation enabling him to pro- 
claim himself the Czar of America, 
without fear of encountering opposition, 
but the probability is that he will not 
succeed. In any event, the November 
elections will have a significance such 
as they never had before.’”’

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

You will be glad, I.am certain, to correct 
a serious misunderstanding, contained in 
your issue of this morning, of a statement 
which I made in St. Thomas’s Church on 
Sunday morning. Most distinctly I did not 
make “‘ an appeal to support President Wil- 
son by the election of a Democratic Con- 
gress.’’ 

In fact, I am still in accord with the 
President's earlier declaration that “ Politics 
is adjourned until after the war.’’ That 
was a noble sentiment, worthy of a great 
American, and still points the way to our 
only safe and honorable course. 

Nevertheless, much of the criticism of the 
President at this juncture is unjust and 
ungenerous. He is the foremost statesman 
of the world; he has interpreted the mean- 
ing and the purpose of the war in terms 
which will help to guide and stimulate the 
course of human development for centuries; 
and he is at present the most uncompromis- 
ing and the most successful advocate of 
thet unconditional surrender which alone 
can satisfy the purposes of ay and hu- 
manity. 

If the President was unwise tn his ricent 
appeal for political support, surely his 
credit with the American people is great 
enough to make them quickly forgive and 
forget -it. 

I. appealed for a loyal support of the 
policy of unconditional “surrender. I de- 
clared that I believed the President ad- 
vocates this with his whole heart. But I 
also warned our people against the least 
weakening of. this policy in the nation or 
the Government, 

There is no reason why people should not 
continue to ‘vote &ccording to their political 
convictions. There is every reason why. they 
must rise above partisanship in sess with 
the problems of the great war. 

In France our men are winning not as 
Democrats or Republicans, but as. Ameri- 
cans, We may well follow their example.

BRUGES, Oct. 24; (By Courier to 
Dunkirk.)—The U-boat men were the 
. spoiled darlings of the German forces 

‘in Belgium. Bruges, as the central 
pase of the whole submarine campaign 
against British ships, was flooded with 
fosters entitled ‘‘ England’s Peril,’’ 
ghowing a fantastic number of dots 
round the British Isles, each of which 
Fepresented a vessel torpedoed. 

While on shore the U-boat men were 
llowed practically unlimited license. 
Their pay, already very high—the iow- 
est grade of officer received 800 marks 
ymonthly—was almost doubled by sup- 
plementary allowances for the period 
of detive service. Promotion—for 
those who survived—was exceedingly 
apid, and decorations were rained 
fupon them. ge -awards of prize 
money were given for allied warships 
gunk, and on a sliding scale according 
to tonnage ‘for merchant ships. Thus 
- ‘the destruction of a hospital ship or 
‘transport of 10,000 tons would be 
worth 1,000 marks to a new-joined 
‘Midshipman, and upward or downward 
from 5,000 for a Lieutenant Com- 
mander to 250 for an ordinary sea- 
man. 

The finest houses in Bruges were at 
their disposal as quarters, and the 
jcream of famous Belgian wine cellars 
‘was ‘‘ requisitioned ’’ by the invaders. 
The favorite amusement of the U-boat 
officers ashore was an orgy of cham- 
pagne, terminated by the demolition 
of every piece of ‘crockery and furni- 
ture in the house. Several fine old 
mansions were set on fire as a result 
of such bouts, but instead of being 
punished the officers had a fresh 
dwelling immediately offered them. 

Where Kaiser’s Son Held Orgies. 

I visited one such house belonging to 
@ millionaire grain merchant named 
Cutulle, ne&r the port, which had been 
fue headquarters and officers’ club for 
U-boat men at Bruges. The base- 
ment had been transformed into a pa- 
latial rathskeller, whose walls bore 
well-executed cartoon frescoes, with 
rhyming mottoes, and were decked 
with colored brass lamps and flags 
taken from allied vessels. Here Prince 
Adalbert, the Kaiser’s son, spent a 
plentiful leisure while at Bruges last 
year. Nominally the commander of a 
corvette, he distinguished himself 
chiefly by, the length and extent of his 
drinking bouts. With boon compan- 
tons of the aristocracy he would start 
drinking at 7 in the evening, and the 
ergy would end toward dawn, only 
when the entire company was lying 
besotted under the tables. 

Admiral yon Schroder, brute as he 
‘was, had too keen a sense of discipline 
not to chafe against such conduct. 
For U-boat men who risked their 
lives incessantly he could wink at ex- 
cesses, but that loafing young Princes 
should set such an example was too 
much. Finally Adalbert obtained un- 
merited decorations for all the offi- 
cers of his corvette; and Schroder 
seized the opportunity. He sent a 
caustic report of the whole case and 
the disgraceful banquet that followed 
to the Berlin Admiralty, adding that 
unless the Prince was transferred else- 
‘where he himsel? would resign. Adal- 
bert left Bruges unregretted three 
days later. 

The frescoes in. the rathskeller are 
exceedingly curious. In one room they 
are mostly directed against England. 
Thus, one represents John Bull being 
blown up from the sea by a torpedo, 
while in the foreground an immense 
champagne bottle, fired from a sub- 
marine, hits John Bull, standing over 
the cliffs at Dover, on the seat of his 
trousers. Another shows the an- 
guished head of John Bull peering 
over the bows of a steamer named 
the Butterdampfer, which is being 
towed into Zeebrugge by a submarine.

‘German. No less characteristic are 
the mottoes under the drawings. ‘‘ A 
gay life is the best principle,’ runs 
one, and another, ‘‘ Enjoy wine and 
women while you can. You live but 
once, and ‘will be a long time dead.’’ 
In an alcove over which is the carved 
head of Mephistopheles there is the in- 
scription: ‘* Sun, thou gavest life to 
the earth and its color and flavor to 
champagne. We children of earth 
drink. champagne, thy gift, as we 
bask in thy rays.’’ ; 

In a second’/room there is a series of 
drawings representing naval officers 
and soldiers and civilians dressed up 
as floating mines on the main square 
of Bruges before the Belfry Tower. 
Women masquerade .as long naval 
shells. Thé legend underneath runs, 
** Have a good time while you can,. be- 
cause you don’t know what awaits you 
tomorrow.’’ Further on is a picture 
of naval officers still dressed as mines 
playing cards in a rathskeller, with 
the legend, ‘‘ Drink deep of wine, ye 
heroes. It will compensate and make 
you forget the dark days of hardship.’’ 

In an adjoining alcove is this in- 
scription under a picture of the latest 
types of U-boats, ‘‘ Here you repose 
from fatigues, O Captains of B and C 
boats.’’ On the walls of the staircase 
leading - upstairs there is an _ illumi- 
nated scroll, ‘‘ The U-boat fleet is 
here.’’ 

The whole house had heén pei ay ha 
of furniture and pictures, and t 
wine in the cellar, containing over 10. - 
000 bottles, drunk to the last drop. 

What Happened to a U-Boat “‘ Hero.”’ 

I obtained from 4 source it is unnec- 
essary to particularize a story illus- 
trating the mad life of the U-boat offi- 
cers even more than the morbid tone 
of thesedrawingsand inscriptions. The 
hero was a boy of 20, von B——, who, 
though poor, had been attached to the 
naval staff at Ghent through fam- 
ily influence eighteen months ago. 
Tempted, by the rewards and the rapid 
promotion of submarine officers, he 
obtained his transfer to a U-boat and 
came to Bruges in July, 1917. He was 
then. a clean-cut, good- looking young- 
ster. 

After three successful voyages he 
was promoted to the command of a 
submarine in October. The person 
who told the story remarked the de- 
terioration in his character and ap- 
pearance from that period. His dress 
became slovenly, he did not bother to 
shave, and indulged in incessant 
bursts of drunkenness. His tempera- 
ment, formerly gay'and sunny, turned 
to gloomy and morose. Early this 
year he started taking, first ether, 
then morphine—to which he became a 
confirmed slave very rapidly—and de- 
clared that alcohol had lost power 
over him. It was impossible for him 
to find the desired forgetfulness in 
anything save drugs. 

When the English barred Zeebrugge 
he fell into deep melancholy, but as 
the weeks passed and the passage was 
still blocked he became more cheerful 
and made plans for his life after the 
war. Then he was told how persistent 
dredging at the stern of the Iphigenia 
had so sunk the vessel that a passage 
was navigable at high tide. But the 
accursed British had added a new 
danger, as their bombplanes attacked 
unceasingly submarines engaged. in 
their slow and difficult exit. He be- 
came very bitter against the British, 
and boasted of having sunk a hospital 
ship with wounded aboard in the Eng- 
lish Channel. 

During the Summer he became sub- 
ject::to hallucinations, of which the 
worst’ was ‘that the submarine was 
nothing but a huge floating coffin. 
This .‘‘ coffin fear,’’ as the U-boat 
men called it, seems to have been a 
common feature of their lives—a form 
of nerve trouble akin to what doctors 
call claustrophobia, the fear of a shut 
room. 

In August my informant was await- 
ing von B——’s return from a cruise. 
He was already nine days overdue 
when a brother officer came to collect 
his belongings with the* usual curt 
phrase, ‘‘ Alles toden,’’ [All’s todt— 
** Allis over.’’}

Have Not metesede In Price. 


Importers of East India wares, in- 
cluding prints and embroideries, are 
having considerable trouble in obtaining 
this class of merchandise, owing to re- 
strictions placed upon them by the Brit- 
ish Government. Small parcels are being 
received, but not in any great quantity. 
An important point in connection with 
this line is that the prices remain about 
the same, though the goods are much 
in demand.

Smith Declares: Members Were | 


‘Named to Help the Gov-. 
ernor Politically. 


QUOTES COL. ROOSEVELT 


Allows Denunclation of Whitman in 
1914 to Answer Indorsement 
- In Present Campaign. © 


In three Brooklyn addresses last 
night, Alfred B, Smith assafied the Pub- 
lic Service Commission and declared 
that Governor Whitman had appointed 
its present members not-for the good 
they could do the people but for the 
good they could do. him - politically. 

The three were held in Ar- 
cadia Hall, Halstead Street and Broad- 
way; Parish Hall, Leonard Street and 
Greenpoint Avenue, and Congress Hall, 
Atlantic and Vermoht Avenues. 

“No end of discomfort, suffering and 
inconvenience have been caused the pub- 
lic. by the breakdown “of the. Public 
Service Commission,’’ said Mr. Smith. 
“This is a matter over which the Gov-+ 
ernor should exercise. some control. He 
appointed the Public Service Commis- 


sioners and he is responsible. In its/|are also 


eleven years of existence, the Commis- 
sion has failed to justify its great -cost 
to the taxpayers.”’ : 

Mr. Smith made passing reference to 
the removal of the Public Service Com- 
mission offices from the Tribune build- 
ing. ‘“‘ These quarters,” said Mr. Smith, 
“were entirely satisfactory durifig the 
early days’ of the construction of sub- 
ways, when they were operating In full 
force, but when the Tribune opposed 
the Governor's re-election, the Public 
Service Commission was moved to the 
Equitable Building, the most expensive 
office building in the world) and the tax- 
payers.of New York were asked to pay 
for the Governor’s grudge.”’ 

Mr. Smith challenged Governor Whit- 
man to declare himself on municipal 
ownership. “At the Conference of 
Mayors in the State of New York reso- 
lutions were unanimously. adopted ask- 
ing the Legislature to confer upon the 
citles the power to acquire, control and 
operate all of their own public -utilities. 
It is strange that what every city wants 
we seem to have. difficulty in securing: 
While the bill was pending in Albany 
the Governor turned a deaf year: on the 
Mayors of the cities speaking for their 
people on this {mportant supject.”’ 

In opening, Mr. Smith called attention 
to the friendlier relations between Whit- 
man and William Barnes. ‘*The Boss 
of Albany. County, coming out in. sup- 
port of the Republican’ candidate for 
Governor, clearly states the issue when 
he says: ‘‘The Democratic Party today 
peewee to the people of the ‘United 

tates the greatest 7——_ economic 
menace that, it could have when the 
war is over.’ What Barnes means by 
that is that he is iene the develop- 
ment of our national resources for the 
benerkt of the people themselves and he

lic utilitiés. Barnes, like all re- 

po onaries, is opposed to progressive 
Democratic measures and for that rea- 
son he supports Whitman and throws 
his strength-into the fi ight es against. me.’’ 

Mr. Smith was aske he had any 
gs o make on the indorsement of 
his ts li¢éan “opponent ‘by Colonel 
Reoseve ft inthis Carnégie Hall speech. 

“T shall answer Colonel Roosevelt in 
his own words,’’ said Mr. Smith. ‘In 
the 1014 campaign, when Governor 
Whitman first was a candidate for his 
present office, Colonel Roosevelt said 
of him: ‘The truth is not in him. It 
is an astounding thing that any sincere 
and upright man can support Mr. Whit- 
man when all he has to do is to ac- 
quaint himself with the facts in order 
to get 2, vivid picture of his double 
dealing.’ 

Mr. ‘Smith said he recalled another 
utterance by the Colonel in 1898 when 
he was a candidate for Governor. ‘It 
is. timely to recall that Colonel Roose- 
velt said then: ‘Remember that whether

CLOTHING WORKERS STRIKE 


15,000 Demand Wage Increase and 
Shorter Working Hours. 


Fifteen thousand men and women went 
on strike yesterday in 250 boys’ clothing 
factories in Manhattan and Brooklyn, 
demanding a 44-hour week, instead of a 
48-hour one, and a 20 per cent. increase 
in wages. 

The strike call was sent out by the 
Joint Board of the Children’s Clothing 
Trade of the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers of America, after long prepara- 
tions, and was generally obéyed by the 
workers. According to the eniployers, 
the strike is the first of a series intended 
to force all clothing manufacturers to 
reduce working hours and increase 
wages. Representatives of the manufac- 
turers said yesterday that they were 
willing to reach \a settlement on the 
wage question, but were strongly op- | 
posed to a reduction of hours at this’ 
time, on the ground that it would hurt 
the industry and would be a serious 
blow to the Government, because of the 
decrease in the output of uniforms which 
would be forced by a 44-hour basis. The 
employers charged also that the union 
leaders had for some time been systema- 
tically inducing employes to reduce their 
output voluntarily. . 

The American Men’s and Boys’ Cloth- 
ing Manufacturers’ Association, it was 
said, had offered to submit the matter 
to arbitration by the War Labor Board. 
This proposal was declined by the union 
officials, who asserted that the manu- 
facturers had not offered to submit the 
44-hour week proposal to arbitration. 
Leon Mann, Managing Director of the 
Association, said yesterday that the em- 
ployers were willing to submit all dis- 
putes to the War Labor Board. 

‘‘The manufacturers’ offer of arbitra- 
tion,’”’ he said, ‘‘is still open and there 
is no need of an hour's interruption of 
work if the wate really desires a fair 
and honest settlement through proper 
methods. There is nothing for us to do 
except to await the union’s pleasure,

said yesterday that the movement for a 
reduction in working hours was net un- 
patriotic, but was based on the theory 
that peace was at hand and that, as a 
reconstruction measure,, the -short-hour 
day was necessary in order to compel the 
employment of soldiers and sailors when 
they come back after the war. 

Further efforts will

to consent to arbitration by the War 
Trade Board and to suspend the strike 
until a dectsion has been reached.

TEST SPEEDWAY ORDINANCE 


‘Straus Wants Police Enjoined from 
Barring Automobiles. 

“ Legal action to determine whether the 

Speedway is to be barred against auto- 

mobiles in the future as in the past was 

taken into’ the Supreme Court yesterday 


| by Walter D. Straus in a suit against 


Police Commissioner Enright and Park 
Commissioner Grell to restrain them 
from enforcing longer the ordinance 


passed in 1900° by the Park Board re-/| 


stricting the Speedway to ‘‘ horse-drawn 
vehicles and pleasure carriages.’’ The 
complaint alleges that the restriction is 
unconstitutional, because it deprives the 
general public of its vested rights in the 
Speedway, constructed at an expense of 
$7,000,000, 

The plaintiff alleges that the use of 
pleasure carriages was practically aban- 
doned years ago, and that the Speedway 
is used now almost solely by ‘* persons 


engaged in training trotters, pacers, and |. 


racing horses, who are permitted to ar- 
range for racing contests and to indulge 
in betting in violation of the law.’’. The 
laintiff drove his automobile on the 
peedway on Oct. 21, and was fined $1, 
and was notified that if he did so again 
he would be arrested and fined. He al- 
leges that’ only two streets south of 
Dyckman Street are available for auto- 
ists, Broadway and Riverside Drive, and 
naw it is now indispensable that the 
edway be-opened to autos, because 
the congestion. of traffic on ‘the other 
pinaets, and because the Speedway is 
now used but little for the purpose for 
which it was originally restricted.

“The places of some 3,000,000 men, 
withdrawn from industries which never 
needed them as now,"’ Mr. Forster sald, 
** have had to be filled by inexperienced 
‘workers, ahd inexperienced workers are 
a serious accident HMability. We have 
seen ths entrance of women into new 
fields of industry, and we feared the 


accident and the health menaces of 
heavier and of new work. We have seen 
industries speeded up to a point where 
past records seemed almost insignificant, 
and we know what effect speed has on 
the accident totals; We have seen con- 
gestion on our lines of transportation as 
meéever before, and congestion and acci- 
dent go hand in hand. 


Has Stood Test of War. 


“But, generally speaking. accident 
prevention has stood the test of the war 
in splendid style. The Government-con- 
trolled railroads are more vigorous than 
ever before in putting forward the cause 


of safety. The evidence is convincing 
_ American industry is not too pier f

caete. all the great conservation 
res upon which our nation has 
embark win the war the conserva- 
tion of life and limb is the greatest. 
‘The war will be won by our side, 
but it is not yet won. Every nerve 
must be strained by the members of 
our two grefit armien-the fighting army 
and the industrial army. Hvery man 
and woman must fe his and her part. 
That part cannot be played by the citi- 
gen who is put out’ yt the fight by acci- 
dent.. The winning of the war requires 
ese two eat armies. The parallel 
tween accident prevention as conduct- 
ed by our most advanced industries and 
as practiced in our armies is startling. 
Safety devices are as much a part of 
modern warfare as of-modern industry. 
“Since the first United States troops 
‘went overseas their number has swelled 
to upwards of a million and a half men— 
an inspiring total This army has seen 
a considerable amount of active service, 
has successfully resisted a great drive 
on Paris, and has fought in the open 
with losses to date of about twenty thou- 
sand. -While our army in the past four- 
teen months has lost twenty thousand 
men, America has lost through acci- 
dents, here in the presumably safe home 
country, approximately sixty thousand 
men, women, and -children—three times 
as many. Furthermore, we have suf- 
fered here at home something like three 
thousand serious accidents, many of 
ao have crippled men and women 
r life.

JAPAN WANTS DUTCH TRADE 


Merchants Form Company to De- 
velop Expansion in South Seas. 


Japan ‘needs industrial expansion 
southward, declares Teijiro Yamamoto, 
President of the Formosa Sugar Com- 
pany, one of Japan’s largest enterprises, 
to a Tokio commercial weekly, following 
his return from an eighty-day tour of 
the Dutch Bast Indies. . The Japanese 
merchants, he adds, have established 
the Nankoku Sangyo Kaisha for the 
purpose of developing industries in the 
South Seas. 

“The Japanese have been barred 
everywhere else in the south—in Aus- 
tralia, India, — in the Malay Penin- 
sula,’"" says Mr. Yamamoto. “ The 
Dutch Indies is the only place in the 
South Seas where Japanese can carry 
on their economic expansion without let 
or hindrance, and it is natural, -there- 
fore, that their attention should be 
drawn in that direction. 

At present trade between Japan an 
the Dutch Indies is not very large, an 
what Japanese goods do find their way 
into those parts are of such wretched 
quality that they are not likely to pro- 
mote trade. Japanese official represen- 
tation and present shipping facilities in 
the Dutch dies are not adequate to 
meet the needs of growing trade and in- 
dustries, and he hopes that these things 
should claim the attention of the Jap- 
anese Government.

After the.exposure of the Bolo Pacha- 
Bernstorff plot, which was made by 
Mr. Becker and which led -to the convic- 
tion and execution of Bolo.. Mr. Becker 
was asked by the French Government to 
investigate the Caillaux. case in -this 
country and South America. Certain 
financial transactions involving the 
transfer of a huge sum of money are 
salu to have given Mr. Becker nis first 
real clue. - At: present it is not permis- 
sible to make public the facts underlying 
this phase of the investigation. ‘rhey 
will all come: out. when CaiHaux is ar- 
raigned in Paris on the charge of high 
treason. The confession, Mr. Becker 
said, had been fully corroborated ‘from 
other sources and the corroborative evi- 
dence accompanies the confession gto 
Paris.

"There were 
several conferences, at which the full 
details of the eonspiracy are said to 
have been worked out and approved by 
the German and French conspirators.

Met Luxburg Daily. 

Minotto after his arrival here found 
employment with the Guaranty Trust 
Company, and when.he left New York 
for South America was on a business 
mission for ‘that concern. The evidence 
shows that in the three weeks he was in 
Buenos Aires he was in almost daily 
conference with Luxburg. So far as is 


known Caillaux never met Luxburg per- |. 


sonally, but negotiated with him en- 
tirely through go-betweens, of whom 


Minotto was the most important. Mi- 
notto came into possession of the most 
minute details of the great senepirecy. 
which was to. have been directed in 
France, Italy, and Spain by Caillaux, 
aided by such other persons of influ- 
ence as could be debauched. Caillaux 
it is stated by Minotto, made everal 

trips to Italy in tne erfort’ to bring 
the conspiracy to a successful .conclu- 
sion. Whether or not this plot was at 
the bottom ‘of the troubles that over- 
took the Italian armies at a subsequent 
date’ has not been told. 

A large number of messages also fig- 
ure in the case, mahy of them having 
been in the possession of Mr. Becker 
for months past. Minotto is understood 
to have cleared up a number of puz- 
zling features connected with the cable 
correspondence pert of the conspiracy. 
A humber of ese cablegrams were 
from Luxburg to the German Foreign 
Office in Berlin, and in several of. them 
the name of Caillaux is mentioned. The 
plot also called for the re-establishment 
of Caillaux as the- supreme governing 
authority in France. Who was to head 
the ys ey in Italy and in Spain was 
not disclosed by Mr. Becker, although 
Minotto is believed to have made in- 
teresting statements regarding the plan 
of campaign that was to be followed in 
those countries. Spain, is was pointed 
out, has been since “the first month of 
the war the headquarters’ of the a 
department of the German propaganda 
machine. 

It was one year ig today that Secre- 
tary Daniels issued his statement, in 
which he made public the fact that 
Minotto had sought a place in the most 
confidential branch of the Navy De=- 
partment. Secretary Daniels said it was 
in July, 1917—the United States had 
then been at war three months—that 
Minotto filed his application for a place 
in the Naval Intelligence'Service. The 
filing of this application started the 
Federal investigation which culminated 
in the internment of the Count as an 
enemy alien and a subject of the 
Kaiser. 

Secretary Daniels pointed out at the 
time that had Minotto succeeded in ob- 
taining the place he sought, he woul 
have been in position to get information 
of the most secret and important sort 
having to do with the operations of the 
American and allied navies, as’ well as 
the British and American transport 
services. _ Within twenty-four’ hours 
after Minotto filed his application he 
was under investigation by the agents 
of the very service into whose ranks he 
sought admission. This inquiry not only 
led to the unmasking of Minotto, but 
also led to the discovery that two very 
smart young Wermans were at large in 
New. York, and probably at work for 
their imperial master. These were 
Minotto’s friends, Seebeck and Kuhn, 
both of whom owe their arrest and in- 
ternment to the efforts of their friend 
to become a sécret service operator of 
the American: Navy.
